THH BANK ROBBER AND THE 
BANK PRESIDENT. 

THE ROBBER DEMANDS TWENTY-ONE 

THOUSAND DOLLARS AND THE PRES- 


IDENT GIVES IT TO HIM. 

DENVER, Col, March 29.—A startlingly-bola 
bank robbery occurred in Denver at 1 o’clock 
to-day. David H. Moffat, President of the 
First National Bank and also President of the 
Denver and Rio Grande Railway, was the vie- 
tim, though the loss, $21,000, will fall upon the 

bank. 

At 11 o’elock this merning a well-dressed man 
ef middle age walked into Mr. Moffat’s office in 
the Rio Grande Building and requested an inter- 
view with him. After a time he was shown _ 
into the President’s offiee. The stranger com- 
menced by saying that he knew of a scheme 
to defraud the First National Bank, and if Mr. 
Moffat would grant him a@ private interview 
he would unfold to him the plan of the rob- 
bers. An interview was arranged to take place 
at the bank at 1 o’olock. At that hour the 
stranger appeared at the bank and Mr. Moilat 
conducted him into his private oftice’ 

. His first remark was to ask Mr. Moffat if he 
hada blank cheek about him. Mr. Moffat, sup- 
posing this had something to do with the man’s 
story, sent out for the blank. When a clerk 
hrought it and had departed the stranger drew 
a@ revoiver, and, pointing it at the President’s 
head, coolly said: “If you make a move or 
speak a word I will kill youonthespot. [am 
in desperate circumstances, and you must give 
me $21,000. I have counted all the risks in 
this undertaking, and have thoroughly laid my 
plans. If you say a word, or by any act convey 
to any one any sign, 1 will kill you in an in- 
stant.”’ 

Mr. Moffat,in speaking of the matter after- 
ward, said: ‘*‘ Of course, I was completely taken 
by surprise and, after looking the fellow 
in the eye, I concluded there was nothing to 
do but submit. He then commanded me +to 
make out and sign acheck for the desired 
amount. When this was done, he commanded 
me to take it tothe Paying Teller and identify 
him. Hethen pulled from his hip pecket what 
he claimed was a bottle of nitro-glycerine, and 
from 1ts appearance I should juage it was such, 
and said: ‘I kwow if I am caught in this aet my 
life is not worth one breath. I am, as I said be- 
fore, in desperate circumstances and this morn- 
ing contemplated suicide, but I concluded that 
you and the Firat National Bank had plenty of 
money and I eould get some of it. I propose te 
have it at the risk of my life, andif in any way 
you give an alarm I will shoot you dead and 
then blow up this whole building with nitro- 
glycerine.’ ” 

The man had a light overeoat over his arm. 
His pistol was in the right hand. He removed 
the coat from the left to the right arm and drew 
the weapen under the folds of his coat. This 
precaution was taken in Mr. Moffat’s presence, 
and, with another word of warning, the Bank 
President and the robber walked into the large 
bankiug room where there were perhaps a score 
of persons doing business and 30 clerks and 
employes were behind the railings. 

The two walked to the window of the Paying 
Telier, Thomas Keeley. The stranger laid the 
check down on the counter and Mr. Moffat 
nodded to the Teller signifying that it was all 
right. The bold raseal then said to the Teller: 
“Count it out in big bills, the larger the better, 
and ene thousand in gold.” He then requested 
Mr. Moffat to order the eller to bring the 
money to the President’s private office. This 
Mr. Moffat did, aud at a suggestive nod from the 
robber the twe men walked back across the 
large counting room and entered the Presi- 
dent's office. 

Once inside, the stranger again cautioned Mr. 
Moftat at the perilof his life notto give any 
warning. He kept up this running talk for at 
least 10 minutes, or ‘until the Teller appeared 
with the money. It comprised one ten-thousand- 
dollar bill, ten one-thousamd-dollar bills, and 
$1,000 in gold. 

Mr. Moftat assisted in putting the gold into 
@ bag, brought by the eller for the purpose, 
und the Teller retired. The robber then threat- 
ened Mr. Moffat that if he created ascene within 
five minutes his comrade, who was in the 
counting room outside, would kill him, and 
then he left, walking out into the crowded 
street. Mr. Moffat did not. believe in the com- 
rade lingering near, and at once gave the alarm. 

-The stranger has not yet been gappreherded, 
although the police and all the detectives in the

well dressed, of geltee! appearance and about 
35 years of age. 

‘The robbery is by far the boldest that has 
ever ocourred in the West. Mr. Moffat is worth 
not less than $3,000,000. The robber is prob- 
ably an adept bank thief, who studied the situ- 
ation and carefully laid his plaus. 

The robber introduced himself to President 
Moffatt as C. J. Wells. The name, however, is 
probably assumed. A moment after the alarm 
was given by Mr. Moffatt a man started rapidly 
up Sixteenth-street from the bank, followed by 
acrowd and several officers. He was followed 
to Reom 14, Hallock & Howard Block, where 
he and two companions were arrested and taken 
to the station house. Mr. Moffatt arrived at 
Police Headquarters about 4 o’clock, and, after 
agiance atthe prisoner, said he was not the 
man,and he was immediately released. The 
prisoner proved to be a well-known business 
mian by the name of Clark. The Chief of Police 
has offered a reward of $2,500 for the arrest of 
the robber and gives the following description: 

“The man’s age is 32, height 5 feet 8 inches, 
swarthy complexion, weight 14@ ponets: heavy 
brown mustache, badly sunburned, derby hat, light 
brown overcoat, wears long-linked plated watch 
chain.’’ 

The excitement over the affair is Intense. 

Up to 11 o’elock to-night there were ne new. 
fevelopments in the case. The police while 
diligently endeavoring to get a clue to the rob- 
ver are completely budied. Nothing has been 





heard or seen of the man since he 
walked out of the bank at 2 o'clock, 
S N. Wood, Cashter of the bank, and Mr. 


eeley, Paying Teller, were seen to-nixht and 
8 vid they could say nothin: as trey knew nothing 
5 all about it unt after Moffati cave the alarm 
a‘ter the robber had fled.

SAD KILLING OF A OHILD.

MARBLES IN HIS HAND AND A BULLET 
IN HIS BRAIN. 

CHICAGO, March 29.—Little “ Jimmy” Jordon, 
who was only 4 years old, was shot and in- 
stuntly killed early this afternoon by some un- 
known person. The circumstances of his death 


are as mysterious as they are distress- 
ing. The boy's father, Thomas Jordon, 
lives at Belden-avenue and _ Larrabee- 


street, and it was at his home that the little one 
was killed. Mrs. Jordon is an invalid. and is 
burdened with the care of an infant. Little 
Jimmy was her only other child, a beautiful 
boy, bright and strong. 

Shortly after noon his mother gaye him a cent 
with which to buy some marbles, and he went 
rowping out. Five minutes later Mrs, Jordon’s 
niece entered the rear door saying “ Jimmy is 
asleep in the woodsheda.” The mother’s instinct 
told her that a chila’s vivacity would not 
abate so soon in the middle of the day. She 
went to the woodshed. There, stretched prone 
uvon his face, pillowing his head with his left 
arm, the marbles escaping through the lex fin- 
gers of his right hand, a serene expression upon 
his face, in the perfect pose of slumber, lay the 
child, dead. 

in the baek of the head was a small gunshot 
wound such as would be paese by a 22-calibre 
bullet. An investigation of the premises dis- 
closed the fact that the bullet had passed 
through a small window in the shea thatiooked 
out upon the alley. There ia a closely-built-up 
quarter beyond. If the bullet proves at the 
autopsy to be of 22 calibre it must have been 
fired at close range to retain the force suffieient 
to break the window and pierce the Jad’s skull. 
Itis not thought that the deed was intentional, 
put rather that it was the random shot of some 
reckless person. .

IWELVE DIRECTORS RESIGN. 


THE FEUD IN A BROOKLYN WOMAN’S 
HOSPITAL. 

The wealthy and charitable ladies con- 
nected with the Broeklyn Woman’s Homeepathio 
Hospital aud Dispensary fer Women ana Chil- 
dren, at 1,318 Fulton-street, have become in- 
volvedin a serious dispute over money matters. 
A dezen of them have resigned from the Board 
of Directors, after accusing their Treasurer, 
Mrs. Mary R. Willetts, of wrongfuily using 
money belonging to the hospital. 

The trouble began several months ago, when 
the Board of Direetors was increased from 20 
to 60. The majerity of the new-comers believed 
that three or four ladies had been running the 


hospital pretty much to suit themselves, and 
had made reports and preduced voushers for 
expeuses only when they pleased. 
The officers of the hospital are Mra. Helen W. 
Clark, President; Mrs. Odilia J. sherer, Vice- 
President; Mrs. M. Ropy, Recording Secretary; 
Mrs. Anna B. Hallock, Corresponding Secretary, 
and Mrs. Mary 8.. Wilietts,Treasurer. The Pres- 
ident, it is declared, sided with the new mewm- 
bers in their desire to reform the hospital man- 
agement, but she could not effect any changes. 
A few days ago she received a long letter ef 
complaint, ending in the resignations of the fol- 
lowing Direetors: Mrs. E. M. Swauey, Mrs.’ A. 
R. Carsa, Mrs. J. E. Barnum, Mrs. A. G. Reed, 
Mrs. J. W. Parker, Mrs. Florence E. Rictor, Mrs. 
H. M. Smith, Mrs. H. C. LaRowe, Mrs. J. H. 
uttle, Mra. R. J. Bell, Mra. CG. P. Lippincott, 
apd Mrs. Carrie B. Hunt. 
These ladies made 10 charges 1n their com- 
Plaint, the most important being to the effect 
that Mrs. Willetts, instead of putting the nos- 
hore yeh money 1 @ bank as required by the law, 
ad loaned it to her husband for use in his busi- 
ness. It was not until the Controller had with- 
held money due to the huspital, they said, that 
this money loaned Mr. Wilistts was returned. 
The ladies also complained that the Treasurer 
bought the supplies of the hospital from her: 
husband's grocery store on her own responsi- 
bility, and as she was a member of the Excou- 
tive, Finance, Building, House, aud Purchasing 
Cemmittees, took pains to audit her own bilis 
and to see that they were promptly paid. The 
charges also implitcated the Secretary, Mrs. 
Mary Roby, who was accused of omitting to re- 
cord important resolutions te which she was op- 
posed. She was also charged with refusing to 
allow an examination of her books. The ¢om- 
plaint closed as follows: 
“Every effort on our part to remedy the evils re- 
cited was met at first with mild and later with 
vivlent opposition. By personal appeals the 
Treasurer and her triends have been able to bring 
to her assistance members of the board who took 
no interest in the institution in suftielent numbosrs 
to render our efforts futile. A long list of names 
has been added to the corporation book, some of 
them entirely without authority and all in direct 
violation of the by-laws, all for the evident purpose 
of use at the election in April. 
“ With all the insight we could gain we are still 
unable to explain why.an institution supported in 
xreater part by city mouey, with a board of 60 man- 
agere, a staff ot 12 physicians, matron, cook, and 3 
nurses, should for weeks have but one patient in 
the hospital, and that a moderately-sick woman 
with @ well baby. 
“‘As we cannot ourselves centribute or ask our 
friends to assist an institution the affairs of which 
are so loosely conducted, we teel compelled to 
sever our connection entirely with it.’’ 
Mrs, Willetts lives at 25 Lefferts-place ina 
handsome brownstone house. Her husband 1s 
Stephen Willetts, a wholesale grocer in Wash- 
ington-street, New-York. A TIMES reporter 
visited the house last night, but Mr. Willetts 
would not allow his wife to be seen. He hud no 
statement to make. He hoped nothing would 
be made public about the trouble, because it 
would only leud to a further story from the 
other side. When asked if ne had haa the use of 
$1,500 belonging to tbe hospital Mr. Willetts 
merely said **yood-night,” and closed the door. 
Mrs. Roby, the Seoretary, pronoundéed the 
charges faise, but finally admitted that Mrs. 
Willetts had loaned money to her husband. 
‘This was done froin the purest motives,” 
added Mrs. Roby. ‘‘Mrs. Willetts let her hus- 
band have the money in order to get interest on 





‘The hospital has accommodations for only 12 
patients. There are only sixtherenow. The 
physicians are all ladies.

ERASTUS WIMAN SPEAKS FOR WIDER 

MARKETS. 

PORTLAND, Me., Mareh 29.—in Maine, ag in 
the rest of New-England, it is not difficult to 
find men who believe in the wisdem of the 
closest trade relations between this country and 
Canada. The question was very thoroughly dis- 
cussed to-night at a dinner of the Portland 
Board of Trade. 
Among the guests at this dinner was Erastus 
Wiman of New-York. Mr. Wiman has made a 
thorough study of the subject. He discussed the 
common benefits which would result from a 
commercial union of the United States and Can- 


ada. He said that he did not believe a political 
union tv be possible now for various weighty 
reasons. With many of the colonists there 
was a decp-3eated feeling of loyalty to the 
mether country; in Quebec the Catholic Church 
Was Opposed to annexation because she deemed 
that it would lessen her power; the Orangemen, 
thougnd hating the Catholics, were fully as hos- 
tile to annexation; the official class, centred at 
Ottawa, naturally did not want to see Canada 
slip out of their hands; and, in addition to all 
tuese, the influence of the $650,000,000 of Brit- 
ish capital which is invested in the Dominion 
of Canada was against a political union. 
Buta eommercial union, Mr. Wiman argued, 
Was anether thing. He believed that Canada 
would gladly consent to commernial xunion, 
although at present the Government of Canada 
‘was against it. The majority of Canadi- 
@ps_censisted of farmers, fishermen, lum- 
bermen, and miners; they were as tive to 
one eompared to the mercantile, manufact- 
uring, and professional classes. ‘J'hey desired 
reciprocity, and they were making their infiu- 
ence felt. The next Dominion Parliament 
would have @ commercial union complexion. 
Speaking tea Portiand audience, Mr. Wiman 
naturally devoted a considerable portion of his 
speech to displaying the advantages Which 
would accrue to New-England by commercial 
union with Canaaa. Among other things, he 
said: ‘*Commercial union has become a ques- 
tion upon{which the eoutinued welfare of the 
whole of the New-England States may present- 
ly depend. With the opening of the iron and 
coal mines in the Southern and Western States 
a great change is occurring in this country 
somewhat to tbe disadvantage of the Middle 
States and New-England. nder this dis- 
advantage numerous heavy machine works 
in. New-England areiikely to be 
hampered because ef the disadvantage in 
the. priee of wmaterial.”’ Mr. Wiman 
asserted that in Nova Scotia ample supplies of 
the best iron, the best coking coai, and of chem- 
ieally-pure limestone lay cGlese to each ether 
within a radius of six miles from sea and rail- 
way, and he argued that if they should be 
worked under commercial unien, the vast in- 
dustries in which New-Engiand: used to excel 
all parts of the United States—the manufacture 
of machinery, locomotives, and heavy station- 
ary engines—might be regenerated.

IN THE STEAMSHIP INDIANA. 
Asthe steamship Indiana, Capt. Boggs, 
‘was making her way down the Bay about 8:30 
o’clock last night on her outward-bound trip 
for Antwerp, she wasrun into by a acheener 
whose name or identity could not be learned. 
At the time the collision oceurred the Indiana 
‘was just abreast of Hoffman Island, ana befere 


those on board-could discern the approaehing 
vessel it loomed u out of the darkness 
and struck the Indiana full on the port 
bow just sbove the water,line and stove 
@® hole in her bow. For a time there 
‘was considerable excitement on board, but 
it was soen ascertained that ne considerable 
damage had been done, and the prow of - 
staved-in steamship was turned back up the 
Bay, where she found a safe anchorage off Clif- 
ton, Btaten Island. What schooner it was 
with which she oellided could net be learned, 
nor could any conjecture as to the damage done 
her be reached.

MEN ATHIRST FOR BLOOD 


BATTLES IN THE MOUNTAINS 
OF KENTUCKY. 

MURDER OF A DEPUTY UNITED STATES 

MARSHAL — DETERMINATION TO 


AVENGE THE CRIME. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 29.—Following on 
the heels of the outbreak in Bell Ceanty comes 
news of more bloodshed in the neighboring 
county of Knott. The mountaineers are certain- 
ly on the warpath. A telegram was received 
by United States Marshal Gross this afternoon 
from United States Commissioner R. 8S. Friend 
at Prestonburg, Ky., announcing the murder of 
Deputy United States Marshal Russell Wire- 
man. Last night four men—Thomas Hollifieid, 
W. H. Creech, “Doc’”’ Fields, and D. B. Sally— 
arrived at Prestonburg in greut fright and ex- 
citement. One of them was severely woundea 
and the others bore marks of having been en- 
gaged in a conflict. . 

They brought the news of Wireman’s death, 
and the story. they teld was telegraphed in full 
to Marshal Gross. The murder oscurred at the 
Cross Ferks of Kentucky River, in Knott Coun- 
ty, 13 miles southwest of Hindman. Wireman 
had made a raid in Perry and Lester Counties 
and captured prisoners. These he brought to 


Prostonburg on March 2 and lodged them in 
jail there, intending to take them to Hindman. 
On the morning of March 26 Wireman deoided 
to let the prisoners remuin in jail ‘at Preston- 
burg and go on another raid. He summoned 
Hollifield, Creech, Fields, and Sally to assist 
him, and they started for Cross Forks. They 
had a namber of warrants, and succeeded in 
arresting J. Draughn, Jesse Adams, and Jease 
Crum. With these prisoners they started back. 
The country is very wild and mountainous. 
They had only gotten a short distance when they 
were cunfrouted by 12 men armed with Win- 
chester rifles. The party had been hiding be- 
hind tbe rocks, and whea the Deputy Marshal 
and his assistants approached with the pris- 
oners they stepped out from their waiting places. . 
Without a@ moment's warning they opened 
tire on Wireman, their bullets being apparently 
-Girected at him alone. The officer returnea the 
fire with bis rifie, as also did the special bailiffs, 
and several rounds were exchanged. One of the 
bullets struck Wireman in the breast and pene- 
trated his heart, killing himinstantly. He was 
alse struck by several other bullets, — 

Two of the attacking party were killed, and 
it is thought several of them were badly 
wounded, since the rocks along the road which 
they followed were stained with blood. When 
the firing commenced the four bailiffs had skel- 
tered themse!ves behind rooks, and when Wire- 
™man fe/l the moenshiners retreated. The dead 
Marshal’s body’ was carried to the nearest 
friendly house, where it was left until the other 
officials could go to Prestonburg for assistance. 
Duricg the tiring the three prisoners made their 
esoape. The four officers managed to reach 
Prestonburg yesterday, although one of them 
was badiy wounded. 

A detachment of men was at once sent out to 
get Wireman’s body, but they have not yet re- 
turned. The men who committed the murder 
are supposed to be the same ones who fired 
upon Deputy Marshal Greer and were indictea 
during the l’ebruary term of the Federal court 
here. Commissioner Friend further stated that 
near the mouth of Smiti’s Branch, in Knott 
County, the moonshiners had a large house in 
whieh five illicit stills are in constant opera- 
tion. The pass leading to the house is con- 
stantly guarded by 10 or 12 desperate monunt- 
eineers armed with rifles. On Bali’s Fork, some 
miles away, there are seven illicit stills simi- 
tarly guarded and another nest is located on 
Combs’s Creek. 

In the entire county there are at least 40 or 
50 such places, and # Deputy Marshal accom- 
panied by a@ small posse dare not venture into 
the territory. The Commissioner urged that 
determined measures be resorted to at once, 
sivce the outiaws are daily growing more. bold 
and ope» in their operations. Marshal Gross 
proposes to set the war on foot, even if he dows 
net remain in oftice long enough to finish the 
work. ‘Ine stills will be destroyed if it takes 
every man in the service to do the work, and 
the murderers of Wireman will be brought to 
justice if human energy can ferret them out. 
Kussell Wireman was one of the first depu- 
ties appointed by Marshal Gross when he took 
charge of: the-office in 1885. He lived at Saylers- 
ville, Magottin County, and was about 32 years 
old. While he was in the;service Wireman 
made more arrests than any other Deputy Mar- 
shal, and his werk was always done in the most 
dangerous territory. He has attended every 
session of court in this city, and was wellknown 
here. He was a tall, slender man, with brown 
hair, blue eyes, and a light mustache... He was 
regarded by his superiors, and, in fact, by all 
who knew him, a8 being a man absolutely with- 
ous fear. His work inthe mountains testifies 
to his courage, and the manner in which he met 
his death will testify te it also, 











AN UNUSUAL DEMAND. 


A DEFENDANT, AFTER ACQUITTAL, 


WANTS TO SEE THK EVIDENCE, 

WHEELING, West Va., Mareh 29.—A sensation 
was created in the United States court this 
afternoon by William Erskine, a leading mem- 
ber ef the bar, Who was one of the Commission- 
ers of Election at the Seventh Ward Precinct of 
Madison District, and who was jointly indicted 
with the other Commissienérs on the charge of 
refusing a iegal vote, but who were given a ver- 
dict of not guilty by direction of the District 
Attorney and court. 
Mr. Erskine, addressing the court, made a de- 
mand tor a cepy of the evidence before the 
Grand Jury, saying 1t seemed right and proper 
that such copy should be in the possession of 
reputable citizeus, indicted for a felony, espe- 
cially when the records showed nothing buta 
verdict of not guilty. 

The Distriet Attorney insisted that the de- 
mand was highly improper, saying it would es- 
tablish a prevedent which would justify every 
persen indicted in demanding to be put in pos- 
session of the secrets of the jury room and 
would seriously interfere with the administra- 
tion of public justice. The court asked wheth- 
er it was contemplated to use the evidence 
asked fer in maintaining an action for damages 
against officials or others. This Mr. Erekine 
disclaimed on his part, but said an indictment 
for a felony without proper motive was the 
grossest form of libel. 

Thecourt took the unusual demand under ad- 
visement, saying it would ‘have to receive the 
fullest assurance that no legal use of the papers 
was in contemplation.

A LARGER ACREAGE THAN USUAL TO 


BE SOWN THIS YEAR. 
St, PAuL, Mareh 29.—The attention of the 
grain trade 1s generally turning to the outlook 
for the new wheat crop, and the public interest 
is being diverted from speculating on the exact 
number of bushels left in farmers’ hands and 
the number of weeks the United States will be 
without wheat, or the amount available for 
exportin case asurplus is found to exist In 
the minas of “bulls” and “bears” there is a 
new element to watch, and the influenee on 
values inthe leading markets of the country 


thatis exerting adaily increasing strength is 
the prospect of a wheat crop for the year 1889, 
Attention has been directed to the Spring 
wheat States unusually exrly this season by the 
almost premature opening of Spring, and seed- 
ing operatious have begunin many sections a 
month earlier than last season. It is customary 
to expect a poor crop after so mild a Winter as 
the lust, but there is not sufficient ground for 
eens See of the wheat erop of the 
orthwest this season. Of one thing the world 
can rest assured, the early Spring will enable 
farmers in the hard wheat belt to get their grain 
safely harvested before the advent of the severe 
frosts that worked s0 much injury last Fall. 
Seeding has become quite general throughout 
Minnesota and Dakota, and the interruptions 
from bad weather have not been unusually 
numerous for the season. In the northern part, 
as well as the southern, farmers are busy, and 
the acreage in all seotions of the two States 
promises to exceed that of any previous year. 
There is a strip about 100 miles north and 
south, by half thatdistance east and west, in 
Eastern Central Dakota, between the Dakota 
Hilis on the eastand the Wessington Hills on 
the west, where there has been but littie seed- 
ing done as yet. The ground has beenin good 
conditiou for some time, but experience has 
taught the farmers in that section that the hot 
winds occurring in July injure the eurly-sown 
grain most, and being far enough south to be 
out of the way of frost wheat, growers are in no 
haste to vegin seediny. In the southern part of 
the two States farmers are well along, and 
from almost every county 10 Minnesota reports 
indicate @wmuch larger area put into wheat 
than last seagon. 
It has been observed that in early seasonsa 
fair crop of wheat ean be grown in the southern 
counties where wheat was & failure last year, 
and farmers are seeding more than the usual 
amount of wheat on this theory. Along the 
lines of the Northern Pacitie, the Manitoba, and 
the Minnesota Division of the “Soo” line 
seeding has begun in earnest, except in a few 
localities where the ground is not dry enough. 
There has been more work done in Dakota than 
in this State, but by the end of another week 
seeding will be in iull progress. 


TOPEKA, Kan., March 29.—Crop prospects 


were never brighter in Kansas, if the farmers 


who have experienced the ups and downs of 
Western agricultural life are to be belleved. 
From all parts of the State come assurances 
that wheat is booming and has now a better 
start than ever Defore at this season of the 
year. A prominent resident of Barber County, 
which is far down in the southwest, said this 
morning that wheat in that region is from six 
to eight inches high and much of it is jointed. 
There have been frequent rains throughout 
the State this Spring, and little cold weather. 
The railroad men who have as much interest in 
this question as the farmers are much more 
bopeful than they were one year ago. 

A prominent Santa Fé oflicia! said to-day that 
he had just returned from a tour through the 
State, and that he never saw the wheat looking 
finer in March or even April. ‘ This will be our 
year, mark my words,” he said, “and next Fall 
we will more than makeup for the losses of 
the last two seasons. I have already waxered 
a number of hats on this proposition, and I pro- 
pose to got in deeper later on. The farmers are 
feeling better thaunlTever knew them to feel 
thie early. 

Plowing is now being generally carried on, 
and the weather is simply superb. The Kansas 
Svring is here in allits glory, and all thoughts 
ot chinch bugs, grasshoppers, or drought are 
banished from the farmer’s mind,

EX-SENATOR PALMER SAYS HIS AP- 


POINTMENT WAS A SURPRISE. 
DeEtTROIT, March 29.—Ex-Senator Palmer ar- 
rived home this morning with his commission 
as Minister to Spain in his pocket. In a con- 
versation relating to his future movements, he 
said: ‘I will stay here two weeks; then I so- 
journ in Washington 10 days to get posted on 
Spanish affairs. ‘The principal matters are the 
claims of American citizens against the Cuban 
authorities. I am not posted yet as to their 
nature or extent; but they are in the line of 
indemnities asked for alleged imprisonments, 
&c. They amount to several millions of dollars, 
more or less, 

“After being filled to the muzzle with facts 
I will come back home for a week, and then 
leave New-York between May 1 and 8 for 
Spain. I cannot toll whether Mrs. Palmer will 
go with me or not. If she does not she will 
join me at Madrid a few months later. She 
does not understand Spanish, but is very quick 
at acquiring languages. Shue speaks French 
pretty well and can get along in Europe alone. 
I have not yet selected my private secretary. 
The resident Secretary of the Legation is Mr. 
Edward H. Strobel, a native of South Carolina, 
who was appointed by President: Cleveland 
from New-York. Heis an accomplished law- 
yer, linguist, and man of affairs, and waa ap- 
pointed on the indorsement of Senators Pugh 
and Vest. I suppose he will be retained as See- 
retary. 

**The Secretary of War always appoints the 
military attaché of the legatiou, and 1 have 
asked that Capt. Frank B. Hamilton of the 
artillery service be appointed. He is now sta- 
tioned at Mount Vernon Barracks, in Alabama, 
30 miles from Mobile. He married a niece of 
mine. 1 will take ne servants from this side, [ 
don’t intend to colonize Spain in the nineteenth 
century.

WRECKED IN A AURRICANE 
AT SAMOA,

LOSS OF THE LIVES OF 146 AMER- 
ICANS AND GERMANS. 








THE TRENTON, VANDALIA, AND NIPSIC 
AND THE ADLER, OLGA, AND EBER 
DRIVEN ASHORE AND TOTALLY 
LOST—FOUR AMERICAN AND NINE 
GERMAN OFFICERS AMONG THE 
DROWNED. 

LONDON, March 30.—Advices have been re- 
ceived from Samoa to the effect that in a terrific 
hurricane there three American and four Ger- 
Man men-of-war were wrecked, and that many 
persons were drowned. 

AUCKLAND, March 29. — Dispatches 

Samoa. state that the American men-of-war 

Treoton, Vandalia, and Nipsic and the German 

men-of-war Adler, Olga, and Eber were driven 

on a reef during a violent storm and totally 
wrecked. 

Ofthe American crews 4 officers and 46 men 

were drowned, and of the German crews 9 offi- 

cers and 87 men lost their lives. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The cablegrams in 

reference to the reported wreeking of the three 

American men-of-war at Samoa were sent to 

Secretary Tracy at the Arno at an.early hour 

this morning and he sent down word that he 

had no information on the subject.

THE PACIFIC SQUADRON. 
The wrecked vessels are a part of the 
Pacitic squadron, of which Rear-Admiral Lewis 
A. Kimberly is in command, xj 
Capt. Norman H. Farquhar 1s chief of staff. 
Lieut. Hanley O. Rittenhouse is Flag Lieuten- 
ant. 
Lieut. Greenleaf A. Merriam is Secretary. 
Seven ships were reporied under RearAa- 
miral Kimberly’s command on March 23, name- 
ly, the Alert, Dolphin, Monongahela, Nipsic, 
Pinta, Trenton, and Vandalia.

THE VESSELS AT SAMOA, 
The Trenton was a shfp-rigged wooden cruis- 
er, and was built in 1876. Her displacement 
was 3,900 tons. In 1881 she was made the 
flagship of the Eurepean squadron, and con- 
tinued in that capacity upto the time ef this 
disaster 
The Trenton formerly carried three 8-ineh 
rifles en the spar deck, two of which were 
mounted on the forecastle, but the heavy pitch- 
ing, caused by this weight forward, necessitated 
the taking off of one of the forecastle guns, 
All the carriages were made by the Delamater 
Iron Works of New-York City, and were of the 
most hardy type. The Trenton wasalso well 
provided with machine guna. 

The battery of the Trenton consisted of 10 
8-inch rifies, all of which were formerly 11-inch 
smooth-bore Dahigrens. Eight of these guns 
were mounted op the gun-deck and 2 onthe 
spar-deck. The gun-deck had 4 guns of the 
battery en a side.

The Nipsic wasthe best known of the Unitea 
States war vessels atSamoa. She was put in 
commission in this city a year and a-half ago, 
arriving at Apia last November. 

She had long been-rated in naval circles as a 
seeond-rate cruiser, having a wooden hull bark 
rigged. She carried six, guns, mostly smooth 
bore, in her main battery. She hada displace- 
ment of 1,375 tons.

SKETCHES OF OFFICERS. 
Rear-Admiral Lewis Ashfield Kimberly 
was born in Troy, N. Y., in 1830, and became a 
midshipman in the navy when he was 16 years 
old, receiving a commission as Lieutenant in 
1858, and became a Lieutenant Commander in 
1862. 

He served on the steamer Potomac of the 
Wostern Gulf blockading squadron, which he 
left to go on the Hartford, taking part in all the 
historic engagements of that vessel from 1862 
to 1864, 

In 1866 he was eommissioned Commander, 
got his Captaincy in 1874, was made Commo- 
dore 10 years later, and in 1887 was promoted 
to be Rear-AdmiralL 

He was on shore duty from 1878 to 1887. 
In the Spring of the latter year he was trans- 
ferred from the command of the Buston Navy 
Yard to that of the Pacific station. 

He has had a sea service of nearly 23 years 
and did duty on shore over 13 years. Since re- 
ceiving his commission he was six years unem- 
ployed. 

Capt. Percival Drayton, officially reporting 
the famous battle of Mobile Bay, said: 

“Te Lieut.-Commander Kimberly, the execu- 
tive officer, lam indebted not only for the fine 
example of coolness and self-possession which 
he set to those around him, but also 
for the excellent condition to which he had 
brought everything belonging to the fighting 
department of the ship, in consequence of 
which there was no confusion any where, even 
when, from the terrible slaughter at some of the 
guns, it might have been looked for.’’ 


Cornelias M. Schoonmaker, commanding the 
Vandalia, had a total sea service of 15 years, 
with an additional 13 years and 5 months on 
shoreduty, and about 6years unemployed. He 
was appointed from New-York in 1854, 

He became a midshipman in 1859, was made 
a Lieutenant at the outbreak of the rebellion, 
andin 1865 became a Lieutezant-Commander, 
Eight years later he got his full rank as Com- 
mander, becoming Captain in October, 1886. 
He was a member of the Ulster County family 
of Schoonmakers. 


Lieut.-Commander Dennis W. Mullan took 
command of the Nipsic Oct. 1, 1887. He was a 
native of Maryland and appointed from Ken- 
tucky Sept. 21, 1860. While an ensign he 
was aitached to the Monongahela, the 
Malvern, and the Mohonge, and figured in sev- 
eral engagements. He was promoted to mas- 
ter Nov. 10, 1865, commissioned Lieutenant 
Feb. 21, 1867, and as Lieutenant-Commander 
March 12, 1868. 

While attached tothe De Soto of the North 
Atlantic squadron in 1868 he was selected by 
Commodore Boggs to command the steamer 
Glasgow to co-eperate in suppressing am expe- 
dition against Mexico, then fitting out in New- 
Orleans. 

In the succeeding three years he was at the 
Asiatic station, and took part in two attacks 
with the batteries on the river in Korea in 
June, 1871. 


Commander Norman H. Farquhar of the Tren- 
ton was born in Pennsylvania, April 11, 1840, 
and appointed Sept. 27,1854. He got his com- 
mission as Lieutenant Aug. 31, 1861, as Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Aug. 5, 1865, and as Com- 
mander Dee, 12. 1872. 

His career was conspicious during the. war, 
especially at Fort Fisher. He served on the 
Mahaska, Rhode Island, Santiago de Cuba, 
Swatara, and Kansas, and was with the squad- 
ron on the ceast of Afriva in 1860 and 1861, 
and the European squadroarz in 1868 and 1869, 


THE GERMAN VESSELS. 

The Olga had been the most formidable 
of the German vessels at Apia. She is unarm- 
ored and unprotected, a single-deck cruiser, 
built In 1880, and equipped with a battery of 
eight 6-inch Krupp rifles and a number of 
Hotchkiss revolving cannon. She had a speed 
of 14 knots. Her displacement was 2,200 tons. 
The German war vessels Adler and Eber were 
inferior to the Olga bethin size and strength. 
The Adler earried four Krupp guns and the 
Eber carried three. 

The Eber was equipped for torpedo service. 
Capt. Fritz, who commanded the Adler, was one 
of the seamen and fighters of whom Germany 
was proudest. 


HOW THE NEWS COMES. 

The Samoan Islands are midway between 
New-Zealand and San Francisco. The nearest 
point at whieh telegraphic communication can 
be opened with the rest of the world is Auck- 
land New-Zealand, about 2,000 miles distant. 

Cable news is’ transmitted from New-Zealand 
to Australia, thence to Banjowanjie, Singapore, 
Penang, Madras, Bombay, Aden, Suez, Alexan- 
dria, Malta, Gibraltar, and Lisbon, to London.

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JOHN BRIGHTS EULOGIST 


GLADSTONE'’S PRAISH OF THE 
DEAD STATESMAN. 

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, THROUGH 
ITS VARIOUS PARTY LEADERS, JOIN- 
ING IN THE TRIBUTE OF RESPECT. 

Loypon, March 29.—The session of the House 
of Commons this evening was deveted to eule- 
gies of John Bright. When the Right Hon. 

William Henry Smith, who was the first speaker, 

rose to address the House, all the members 

doffed their hats. Mr, Smith, in a short speech, 
deseribed Mr. Bright as a mar of, thorough 
honesty ef purpose and great energy of char- 
acter. If there was any defect in his character 
1t was the intensity of his advocacy of the prin- 
ciples that he had adopted. Although warmly 
attached to the Liberal Party, he conld not 
saerifice his personal convictions for any of 
those considerations which have great weight 
with most men. Iffora time he parted from 
his old associates, under a strong sense of duty, 
there was no trace of anger,or of personal 
animosity lert. His memory would live long in 
the hearts of men, He would ge down to the 


grave followed by the affection and sorrow of 
the country. 

Mr. Giadstone, upon rising, was received with 
cheers. He said: 

“Mr. Bright has been to a very remarkable 
degree happy in the woment of his removal 
from among us. He lived to see the triumph of 
almost every great cause to which he especially 
devoted his heurtand mind. He has estabiished 
# special claim to the admiration of those from 
whom he diftered through his iong politieal lite 
by marked concurrence with them upon the 
promivent and dominant question of the hour, 
(** Hear! hear!”) While he hag in that way 
opened the minds and hearts of those with 
whom he differed to appreciation of his merits 
he has lost nothing by that concord with them 
on the particular subject we so much represent. 
Though Mr. Bright came to be separated trom 
the great bulk of the Liverals on the Irish ques- 
tion, on no single occasion has there been any 
word of disparagement. I acknowledge that [ 
have got, through my whens polities life, fuily 
embraced the eharacter of Mr. Bright and the 
value of that character to the country. 

*L say this because it was at the particular 
epoch of the Crimean war that I came more to 
understand than before the position held by 
him and some of his friends snd the hold they 
bad laid upon the contidenes of the people. [ 
was one of those who did not agree with the 
particular views he tookof the Crimean con- 
leat, but felt profoundly and uever cexsed to 
think what must have been the moral elevation 
of men who, nurtured all their livesin the temple 
of popular approval, could at a moment's notice 
censent to part’with the whole ot that favor 
they enjoyed, which opponents might think the 
very breath of their nostrils. [‘* Hear! hear!’’] 
They aceepted undoubted unpopularity, for thay 
war commanded the enormous approval of the 
people. It was at thattime that, although we 
had knewn much of Mr. Bright, we learned 
more. We had known of his great mental gifts, 
his courage, his consistency, and his splendid 
eloquence. We had not known how high was 
the moral tone of those popular leaders and 
what splendid examples they could set their 
contemporaries, 

“Among other gifts, Mr. Bright was de- 
lighted to be one of the chief guardians of the 
purity of the English tongue. [** Hear! hear!’’] 
He knew how the eharacter of a natior is asso- 
ciated with ite language. He was enabled, as an 
Englishman profoundly attaehed to his coun- 
try, the tongue of the people heing to him 
almost an object of worship, to preserve the 
purity of the lancuage of Shakespeare and Mil- 
ton. [Cheers. } 

* Another olroumstance of his career is better 
known to me than te any other person present. 
Everybody is aware that effice had no attrac- 
tions for him. But few can be aware whatextra 
efforts were required to induce him to becom: & 
servant of the Crown. In the crisis of 156s, 





when the _ fate of the § Irish |. Chureh 
hung in the balance, it was my duty 
to propose to Mr. Bright that he 


become a Minister. I never undertook so difti- 
cultatask. From 11 o’olock at night until 1 
o'clock in the morning we steadily debated the 
subjects It was only at the last moment that 
he found it possible to set aside the repugnance 
he felt at doing anything that might in the eyes 
of any one, even of the more ignorant class of 
his countrymen, appear te detract in the slight- 
est degree frem that Jofty independence of char- 
aeter which I have mentioned and which never 
throughout his career was held in doubts. 

“It was a happy let to writeso many at- 
tractive qualities. If I had to dwell upon them 
alone [ should present a dazzling picture to the 
world. It was a happier lot to teach moral 
lessons by simplicity, consistency, unfailing 
courage, and constancy of life, thus presenting 
a combination of qualities that carried us toa 
higher atmosphere, (‘*Hear! hear!”’] His 
sympathies were not strong only, but active, 
not sympathies awaiting calls to be made upon 
them, but sympathies of s man seeking objects 
upon which to bestow the inestimable advun- 
tages of eloquence and courage. In Ireland, 
when support of the Irish eause was rare; in 
India, when support of the native ¢ause was 
rarer still; in America, at the time when Mr. 
Bright, foresesing the ultimate issue of 
the great struggle of 1861, stood as the 
representative of an exeeedjngly small portion 
of the educated community of the country, al- 
theugh undoubtedly representing a large 4 
of the national sentiment [‘‘ Hear, hear !’’}—in 
all these cases Mr. Bright went far outside the 
necessities of hia calling. Whatever touched 
him as a man of the great Anglo-Saxon race, 
whatever touched him as a subject, obtained, 
unasked, his sincere, earnest, and enthusiastic 
aid. {‘*Hear, hear!’] All causes having his 
powerful advocacy made a distinct advance in 
the estimation of the world and distimct prog- 
ress toward triumphant success.” 

** Thus it has come about that he is entitled to 
a higher eulogy than is due to success, Of mere 
success, indeed, he was & conspicuous example. 
In intelleet he might claim a most distinguished 

lace. But his character lies deeper than intel- 
ect, deeper than eloquence, deeper than any- 
thing that can be described or that can be seen 
upenu the surface. Thesupreme eulogy that is 
hie due is that ne elevated politieal lifeto tio. 
highest point—to a loftier standard than it hau 
ever reached. He has bequeathed to his coun- 
try a character that can not only be made & sub- 
ject for admiration and gratitude, but— 
and I do not exaggerate when I say it— 
that can become an object of reverential 
contemplation. In the encomlums that come 
from every quarter there is nota pote of dis- 
sonance. I do not know of any statesman of 
my time who had the happiness of receiving, 
on removal from this passing world, the honor 
of approval at once s0 enthusiastic, so unt- 
versal, and so unbroken. (‘* Hear, hear!”) Yet 
none could better dispense with the tributes of 
the moment, because the triumphe of his life 
were recorded in the advance ef his country 
and of its people. His name is indelibly writ- 
ten in the annals of time and on the hearts of 
the great and overspreading race to which he 
belonged, whose wide extension he rejoiced to 
see, and whose power and prominence he be- 
lieved to be full of re and glory for the 
best interests of mankind,” 

Mr. Gladstone resumed his seat amid much 
subaued cheering. 

Lord Hartington referred to the noble words 
ot Mr. Gladstone as fully expressive of the 
veneration of the country for the memery of 
Mr. Bright. He said that Mr. Bright was not a 
statesman versed in the arts of governmentand 
capable of condueting the cemplicated affairs 
of a great nation, It was the high standardof his 
political conduct and the intensity ef his con- 
victions that gave his eloquence unrivaled 


force. 

Justin MoCarthy, who, in the absence of Mr. 
Parnell spoke for the Irish party, associated 
their sentiments with those expressed in the 
noble speech of Mr. Gladstone. He said that 
the meniory of the Irish pevple endured, and it 
carried them back to the time when Mr. Bright 
championed their eause. Meo therefore claimed 
the right of lreland to lay an immorselle upon 
the great Englishman’s grave. (Cheers, 

Mr. Chamberlain spoke of his acquaintance 
with Mr. Bright for 30 years. He said that 
throughout his political life Mr. Bright's 
relations toward his electors were those ef en- 
tire independence, Mr. Bright holding that his 
service conferred an obligation upon the cen- 
stituency.

JAY GOULD’S GRBATEST DEAL. 


CREDITED WITH CONTROL 
ATCHISON. 

Jay Gould is credited with making mate- 
rial procress yesterday in what is believed to be 
the greatest ratiroad deal he basever attempted. 
Some reports insist that he has more than pro- 
gressed--that he has practically accomplished 
the object toward which he has been bending 
his every energy for two years er more, That 
object is the control of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé Railroad Company. 

The Atchison system, with its 7,500 miles of 
operated railroad, is recognized as one of the 
chief of Jay Gould’s woes, Its completion in 
Southwestern territory with the Gould Missouri 
Pacific system has been powerful enough to 
menace the Missouri Pacific with speedy bank- 
ruptey. Mr. Gould a year ago had becomeso much 
agitated on this score that he issued proclama- 
tions of war in Wall-street against his aggres- 
sive rival. He was unhesitating in advising 
friends to sell Atchison stock “short.” 

« [t’s selling for twice as mueh as it will bring 
®@ year henee,” he said, while Wall-street mar- 
velled at the outspoken way of him, for much 
of the Gould greatness has come from Gould 
silence and Gould mystery. 

Jay Gould kept his word. Those speculators 
who acted on his Atchison tip gotan early op 
portunity to reap big prone, A year ago the 
capital stock of the Atchison Company was sell- 
ing in the market at $90,000,000, 16 has dwin- 
died sinee to $30,000,000. This amazing shrink- 
age in market value has been attended oy 
abundant sensations. Many of the staunc 
friends of the company have been ruined. 

Throughout the continuous ‘decline Wall- 
street has from day to day had bear points in 
ample supply, always more or less directly 
traceable to Gould sources. Four months ago 
it was averred that Mr. Gould haa been a heavy

buyer of Atchison stock all the way 
down sinee the first day it began to 
weaken and slump. Brokerage firma here 
and in Bosten, known to be often 
in his employ, were buyers in the open market, 


but newhere was it possible to find that stock 
bought by them was realiy for Gould. Not a 
share was transferred into his name or the 
name of any of his recegnized Meutenants. And 
when some overinguisitive persen presumed 
to ask Mr. Gould if he had been buying, he had

TOPEKA CLAIMS THE LARGEST ELEC- 
TRIC RAILWAY SYSTEM, 

TOPEKA, Kan., March 29.—On Tuesday next 

the largest electric railway system in the world 

will be in operation in this city. The works are 


practically eompleted and cars have already 
been 


successfuliy operated. But a few 
ehanges in atreet ourves need to be 
made and two dynamos added to the 


seven now in position, The plant is owned 
bv the Rapid Transit Railway Company of To- 
peka, and has been established at a cost of 
$600,000. There are 1619 miles of track in the 
system. Richmond, Va,, which has for some 
time claimed the biggest plantof the kind in the 
world, operates but 12 miles. 

The Thomwpson-Heuston is the system em- 
ployed in Topeka, and triala made every day 
this week indieate its complete sugcess. Over- 
head wires are used, The cars are models of 
convenience and about the size of the ordinary 
cable car. Underneath the floor of each car are 

laced two 10-horse power electric motors. 

rom the roof of each car oa tralley, with a 
strong spring on the end next the roof, and a 
grooved wheel on the other whion is constantly 
pressed against the wire, conducts the current 
to the motors. On each platform isa “cutoff,” 
with a lever not unlike a brake handle, 

A speed of 15 miles an hour can easily be at- 
tained, but in Topeka the maximum rate 
allowed is 8 miles. ne cars are lighted by 
electricity and are comparatively noiseless. 
They take curves with ease. Nine dynamo 
driven by two engines of 1,200 horse power 
generate the electricity. The company will 
operate 43 cars. A trip to-day demonstrated 
that the system will revolutionize street tranalt 
in Topeka. "

“SPANISH-AMERICAN TRADE 





SPIRITED MHETING OF NEW- 
YORK BUSINESS MEN. 

AN ASSOCIATION FORMED THAT MAT 
RESULT IN GRBAT BENEFIT TO 
THE UNITED STATES INDUSTRIES. 

The formation of an organization to pre- 
mote trade between the United States and Mex: 
ico, Central und South America, the West India 
Islands, and other Spanish-American eountries, 
has lung been talked of by merchants and 
bankers in this city having business relations 
with those eountries, and last night euch aa 
organization became an accomplished faor. 

The first definite action in this matter was 
takeu at a dinner held at Delmonico’s not quite 
@ Month ago, when it was urged by Mr. F, G. 
Pierra that the gentlemen at that dinner should 
form themselves into a committee to enlist the 
active sympathy of others of their kind in the 
project, and that these gentlemen did their work 
well was shown by last night’s meeting, 

The great banquet hall at Delmonico’s had 
been transformed into a meeting room, with 
rows of chairs stretching from the doors almost 
to the opposite wall, and not only was every 
seat filled, but many gentlemen stood up in the 
narrow spaces left them during mest of the 
evening. The meeting was an enthusiastic ene, 
and its enthusiasm argued weil for the suceess- 
ful completion of the work thus begun. 

Among those Present were the Hon. Warner 
Miller, John F. Plummer, C. N. Jordan, Juan M, 
Ceballos, W. H. T. Hughes, R. A. C. Smith, J. M. 
Muiioz, Edward Gogarza, F. G. rierra, William 
P. Clyde, J. P, Treana, Charles Watrous, F. G. 
Mead, H. K, Thurber, l’rank M. Cheney, Cernei- 
ius N. Blise, D. De Lima, Charlies R. Flint, B. H. 
Rogers, Charles A: Moore, Ambrose Snow, Jon 
Norton, Ponve de Leon, Paul F. Gerhard, F. B. 
Fiske, Howard Lockwood, Charles 8 Higgins, 
Antonio Gonzales, Arturo Cuyas, Alexander 
Cameron, John E. Bacon, ¥, K. Hain, H. J. Kim- 
bail, and Edward A. Hopkins. 

Mr. Ceballos ealled the meeting to order 
shortly after 8 o’eloesk, and Mr, I. G. Pierra, ag 
Seeretary pro tem., read a compilation of tizures 
which he had prepared showing whata small 
expert trade the United States has now with 
South American countries, as compared with 
that of European nations. The total imports of 
the American countries south of the United 
States, it was shown, ameunted to $450,000 
only i1 per eent. of which came from the United 
States, a very insignificant proportion, 

At the conclusion of this report Mr. Ceballos 
called Mr. W. H. T. Hughes to the chair, and 
that gentiewan made ar address outlining the 
proposed work of the association about to be 
tormed, and giving some of the reasons which 
made its existence imperative. 

“Our purpose,” he said, “1s to test the possibill- 
ties of keeping up such an organization, and we 
therefore simply organize temporarily until 
May 1,1890. If by that time we can prove the 
value of our work we will endeavor to form a 
permanent organization and to carry itep. We 
propose to depend upor voluntary subscriptions 
to defray the expenses of the experimental 
year without fixing any specific dues. If 
sufiicient encouragement is reseived we pro- 
pose: 

“ Firet—To promote in every way in our power the 
enlargement ofthe trade between this country and 
the Central and South American countries and the 
Weeat Inidla Islands. 

** second-—To furnish te manufacturers allover the 
eountry who join ussuch information regarding 
the requirements of those countries as we possess, 
and to obtain for them through our eorrespondent 
in the various places such special information an 
samples as they may apply for free of charge if 
possible, or merely as the actual cost of Proqsrns 
Une same. In fact to organize a bureau of informa- 
tion for the benefit of our merchants and manutfact- 
uses interested in the trade of the adjacent coun- 

ries, ‘ 

“ Third—To enlighten tke people of this country as 
totne desirability of studying the wants and re. 
auiyements of our neighbors and to away with 
what seems to be the prevalent idea of our people— 
that whatis good enough for us must necessarily 
be good enough for others. 

“If you want to send your goods to foreign mar- 
kets you mast make what those markets require, 
and after you have shown them that you can make 
what they consider best, better thay they can them- 
selves, they way be persuaded to believe that you 
know what shay want better than they do them- 
selves. But first you must show them that you 
know how to make what they want now. 

“ Fourth—Qur object is to endeavor to bring about 
the establishment of regular, {requent, and speedy 
cemmunication with these ports in American. built 
steamships worthy of the flag they carry, ships 
that in themseives will serve as expenents of our 
capability as mechanics and manufacturers. 

“wroth—To endeavor to establish regular and direet 
banking facilities between all these countries and 
our OwD, thereby facilitating the business. 

** siath—Tojbring our Manufacturers in direct con- 
tact with the leading houses in this city doing busi- 
ness with the Spanish American countries, thus en- 
deavoring to bring about a perfectly harmonious 
union between the commissien merchant and the 
manufacturer, which is absolutely necessary to the 
result we want to reach. 

“The importanee of the matter we Have in 
hand 1s far greater than most people imagine. 
It is of paramount importence to the whole peo- 
ple of the United States. We must havea 
market for our surplus products, for, large 
as Our population is, we can to-day pro- 
duce more than they can consume, 
and what we propose to do is aeply to finda 
market for these surplus products. ur Manu- 
facturers have, with few exceptions, been 
patiently waiting for years for the mountain to 
come to Nohammed. Now, gentlemen, as the 
mountain has not come to Mehammed we 
will, if you will join us and aid us. 
endeavor: to lead Mohammed (who in thisi:- 
stance is our Manufacturer) to the mountains of 
eustomers that we feel sure we ean find bim. 
The statisties read to you by our Secretary will 
have shown you the importance of the markets 
we want to capture, and, geuslemoen, they can 
be captured without free trade and 
in a fair and businesslike manner. I 
claim that a8 ° 2@ nation of Dusiness 
men -we should run our Government on 
business principles and not give away what we 
can get well paid for, Let us negotiate recipro- 
city treaties with all these countries we want to 
trade with; les us admit such of their raw 
materials as we require free of duty, and let 
them in exchange admit eur manufactured 
articles equally free. Let us subsidize, 
or if you object to that word, let 
us give fair mail contracts te steamship linss 
to all these ports; let us have direct banking 
facilities, and let us induce the b tye of these 

acent countries to come and visit us and 
mingle among us, and see what we have got, 
and tell us what they want, and let use send 
good, capable men to see them and study their 
requirements. 


“The United States Governments has invited 
all the Governments of Central and South 
America to send representatives to Washington 
in October next to a convertion to be held thera 
for the purpose of discussing the best means of 
enlarging our business relatiens with them, and 
we hove to have this organization in such shape 
by the time these delegates arrive that 
we may have committees competent 
to show them all our various manu- 
factures and thoronghi post them as 
to our capability to supply them with what 
they require and of our desire to open up busi- 
ness relations with themon a scale worthy of 
our Nation. Our plan has been submitted to 
our Secretary of State, Mr. James G, Blaine, 
and is heartily approved of by bim and he has 
assured us of the support and co-operation of 
the Government.” 

Mr. Hughes then read the following letter 
from President Harrison: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, March 48, 1889, 
J. Perez Treand, Secretary: 

Siz: I have the honor to acknowledge the re 
ceipt of your letter of Marck 26, presented to me by 
Mr. John F, Plummer, extending to we an invita 
tion to attend a meeting tor the purpose of organ- 
izing an association having in view the prome- 
tion of friendly and business relations between our 
bankers, merchants, manufacturers, and the people 
of the States and islands lying seuth of as. 

I regret to say that it will not be possible for me 
to attend the meeting, and beg atthe same time to 
express. my hearty sympathy with eve: move- 
went having in view the object whieh you indicate, 
Very respectiully yours, 

BENJAMIN HARRISON. 

This letter was received with much applauso, 
and Warner Miller was introduced to the meet- 
ing—“ Not as a politician, but as a manufaet- 
urer.” Mr. Miller wae warmly greeted and 
spoke at considerabie length. There were two 
things, he said, which were absolutely es- 
sential to @ large trade between the 
United States and the Southern coun- 
tries, proper means of communication and 
te finananoial arrangements. The great 

culty with the trade with Mexico was the 
jack.of financial facilities. In every tewn there 
were Engliah and German bankers who ad- 
‘Vaneed money té native merchants, and the 
articles bought by them necessarily came from 


Eng and Germany, the disinterested 
bankers receiving a high rate. of in-

@ Hberal commission besides on the arti- 
cles purenaseg with that money. In noneof the 
towns was there an American banker eo did 
business in the same way. Trade with Mexico, 
therefore, was necessarily diverted from the 
United States. The same sort of thing, Mr. 
Miller: said, existed in South an@ Central 
America. ‘ 


As to direct communication with these coun- 
tries, the speaker continued, it was absolutely 
essential that there should pe established rapid 
and regular steamship lines, and the only way 
in which such communication could be estab- 
lished was by liberal payments by the Gov- 
ernment fer carrying American mails upon 
American steamships. With regular weekly 
steamers to Brazil, Mr. Miller believed that in 
one year our, trade with that country would in- 
crease 100 per cent. With the facilities pos- 
sessed by the United States for the manufactare 
and maintenance of fast steamers and with the 
probable willingness of our Government te aid 
such p there seemed no reason ia the world 
why they should not be carried out. 

“ Under such conditions,” Mr. Miller went on, 
‘“*in two or three years we should have three or 
four lines of American steamers sending out 
veasels every week loaded with the products of 
the United States especially adap to Senth 
American use. Many of the articles used ip 
Spanish Amerfcan countries ean be and are 
manufactured in the United States as cheap or 
cheaper than any where else in the world.”

TWO WAYS OF PAYING OFF NEW-JER- 
SEY’S MANY OBLIGATIONS. 

PRENTON, N, J., Maroh 29.—There is mach dis- 
eussion among the officers of the State Govern- 
ment a8 to the most advieable methods ef pro- 
viding for curront expenses. A trifling State 
tax was imposed until Gov. Abbett forced the 
railroads to bear something like a decent share 
of the publie burden, and during his administra- 
tion the income of the State was suflicions to 
provide for theeurrent expenses of the State 
without a levy. Legislatures became extrava- 
gant, however, the public funds were speedily 


depleted, and State Controller Anderson has 
just called the attention of the Legislature to a 
deficieney of about $350,000. . 

Thia deficiency is represented in the unpaid 
appropriation to increase the Trenton Asylum 
Accommodation, the apprepriatien for improve- 
ments at the Morris Plains Asyiam, the appro- 

riation to eomplete and furnish the Heme for 

isabled Soldiers, and the appropriations for 
improvements at the Jamesburg Reform School, 
for the drainage and water onget of the State 
Prisen, for tue building of the State Capitol, for 
the Industrial Schoo! fer Girls, fer the Agri- 
cultural Laboratory at New-Brunewick, for the 
erection of monuments at Trenton and Prince- 
ton, and for the purchase of the State camping 
grounds at Sea Girt. 

The present resourees ef the State provide no 
means of meeting these demands, and the State 
Controlier’s report shows a standing deficiency 
in the State funds. Major Anderson estimates 
that the receipts of the State fund frem its 

resent sources of revenus will reach $1,393,- 
BO The ostimated exponses for the year will 
be $1,260,000, The latter iigures, however, do 
not include the maintenance of the Girls’ In- 
dustrial Sebool, or of the Bureau of Btatisties, 
and they do not make allowance for the special 
appropriations which every legislative session 
1s sure to bring in ite train. These three unesti- 
mated channeis of expenditure will bring the 
total of the State needs for its yearly expenses 
considerably beyond the receipts. 

There are but two ways in whieh this balance 
oan be raised. The firstis the imposition of a 
State tax. State Treasurer Toffe sare that a 
tax of a miil will produce over BS ,000, and 
such @ tax will be sufficient to piece out the 
State’s income from other sources for two years. 
Gov. Green is naturally reluctant to havea 
State tax re-established under his administration 
especially as with » Demeeratic House and 
Senate he eunnot divide the responsibility for 
such a e6ourse with the Republican Party. He 
ig disposed to turn to the only other alternative. 

This involves an assaults upon the State 
school fund, whion all parties have guarded 
heretefore with’ jealous care. The fund has 
been built up from year to yoar by accretions 
from sales of the State’s riparian lands, and, 
under existing statutes, the moneys thus re- 
ceived by the State are added to the principal 
ofthe school fund. These moneys are loaned 
by the State on landed securities, and the 1n- 
come thus earned, amounting to $150,000 a 
year, is devoted te the maintenance of the 
schools. 

The State grows in population and in eduea- 
tional demands each year, and it has been de- 
signed to provide for the growing demands by 
the annual additions of the State riparian 
moneys. The proposition which finds most 
favor among the State officials to meet the 
present emergencies is, not to take the income 
of the school fund—for that is devoted forever 
by the State Constitution to the purpose for 
which the fund was created—but to divert the 
riparian meneys, which are directed to be added 
to the fund by statute only. Such a sourse 
wenld prevent the growth in the future of the 
— fund, and to thatextent impair its effi- 
clency. . 

The proposition to take part of its wealth 
from the fund permanently 1s viewed with dis- 
favor by tha best people in the Commonwealth. 
In deference to this sentiment Mr. Voorhies has 
taken the bull by the horns by introducing into 
the House a Revenue Tax bill. The debate on 
it next week will be lively and interesting.

The Civil Service Commission is in a 
somewhat disabled condition at present on 
account of vacancies which the President 
has been in no haste to fill. President 
CLEVELAND tried to fill one of them by an 
excellent appointment which the Senate 
“hung up” to await the willof the. new 
President. As atleast one member of the 
commission must be a Democrat, President 
HARRISON could not do better than to ac- 
cept his predecessor’s choice and appoint 
Mr. THOMPSON, but that is no reason for 
suppesing that he willdose. All the talk 
about his purposes points to the selection of 
some Democrat who has no sympathy with 
the purpose of the civil servicelaw. His ap- 
pointments to the commission will furnish 
a@ very conclusive indication of his attitude 
toward the reform policy. One of the mild 
scandals of the last Administration was 
the appointment and retention for along 
time of an avowed spoils politician in the 
person of Mr. EDGERTON, but he was @ 
minority of the board and could only cause 
occasional embarrassment. If the reform 
system is to be carried out in good faith, it 
must be placed under the charge and super- 
vision of men who have a thorough’ belief 
in it, and a purpose to see it faithfully 
applied. If the commission is controlled 
by men who are not zealous supporters of 
the reform it will indicate a purpose to evade 
at least the spirit of its requirements. 





Jay GOULD and the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company have conéluded to fight 
sgainst putting the wiresof the company 
under ground in this city and removing its 
poles and overhead wires. They have ob- 
tained a temporary injunction from Judge 
Watkace of the United States Circuit 
Court, with an order upon the Board of 
Electrical Control to show cause why it 
should not be made permanent.

The Trustees appointed by the Tribunal 
of Commerce in Paris to take charge of the 
affairs of the Comptoir d’Escompte are ef

the contracts-with the. niining companies. 
The parties were the companies on the’ one 
hand and the Société des Métaux, represent- 
ing the Syndicate, on the other. The 
Comptoir d’Escompte guaranteed these 
contracts for the first year, and in some 
cases for a longer term. It algo advanced 
to the speculators, upon the security afforded 
by the purchased metal,’ nearly all of its 
available funds. Whatthe Trustees have 
declared is that the bank violated the terms 
of its charter in guaranteeing the contracts 
and making the enormous loans. The 
Syndicate’s contracts with the American 
companies have about two years*to run, 
The ruin of both the Société des Métaux 
and the great bank deprives the contracts 
of their value to the comparies except so 
far as the companies have been otherwise 
secured. In thisrespect some of the Ameri- 
can companies are more fortunate than 
others. For example, itis stated that one 
of the Montana companie’ is secured by a 
letter of credit for $4,875,000, less than 
one-fourth: of which has been drawn, in 
which the BARINGS agree to take the com- 
pany’s product on the terms of the contract 
and up to Dec. 31, 1890, if the Société aes 
Métaux should fail to do so. One of the 
Lake companies, on the other hand, hasa 
letter of credit for $6,500,000 from the 
Comptoir d’Escompte, and has drawn. less 
than $500,000 on it. It does not seem 
probable that the Comptoir’s letter will be 
of very much use tothe company that holds 
it, but no one expects that the BaRINGS 
will repudiate any agreement that they 
have made.

Secretary ENDICOTT signalized his acces- 
sion to the head of the War Depart- 
ment by an order limiting to four years 
the details of officers as aides-de-camp. 
Secretary PROCTOR is believed to have 
in contemplation an order which will 
create hardly less discussion, and probably 
will he received with widespread favor. 
The proposed reform attributed to him is 
that of abolishing Sunday dress parades in 
the army. The subject is one that has long 
been mooted, but the change in past times 
has found opposition at army headquarters 
and in other influential places. Gen. SHER- 
MAN was appealed to in behalf of emitting 
the dress parade on Sunday afternoons, 
but expressed himself forcibly against this 
plan. Gen. SHERIDAN also was quoted as 
clinging to the old custom handed down 
through generations. On the other hand, 
Gen. SCHOFIELD is said to favor the change, 
and a strong advocate of it is found in the 
new Inspector-General of the Army, Gen. J. 
C. BRECKINRIDGE, within whose functions 
this matter would especially come. Ac- 
cordingly, Secretary Proctor is likely to 
make the change, and no doubt it will 
prove a welcome one to both officers and 
enlisted men of the line. Were Sunday 
now wholly undistinguished from other 
days the innovation might require more 
argument, but since certain exercises like 
drills are already omitted in deference to 
the day of rest, it is merely a question of 
degree in determining what is needless 
labor. 











It is rather comical to learn that two 
iron-clads from Gibraltar have joined the 
British squadron at Tangier with a view to 
enforcing the claims against the Sultan. 
To be sure, the run across the straits is a 
short one, and so inexpensive a display of 
power may have its effect en the mind of 
MuLEY Hassan. But it would have been 
an easy matter for a smaller force to batter 
his town and forts. When our Consul re- 
cently had a difficulty with the same mon- 
arch the sendingjof a single wooden vessel, 
the Enterprise, from Villafranche to Tan- 
gier was considered quite sufficient warn- 
ing toa monarch who has no navy. The 
wonder is that the obstinate Sultan keeps 
on year after year defying all the great 
powers around him, quarreling with ene 
after another, yet never going quite far 
enough to draw upon himself a very severe 
penalty. Doubiless his immunity. is due 
in part te the jealousy with which Eng 
land, France, Germany, ltaly, and Spain 
watch the Barbary States, each anxious 
that none of the others shall gain too great 
an advantage there. It is noticeable that 
the Germans at once reinforced their own 
vessels at Tangier when they found what 
England was about to do.

He 
was able to do this, in the first place, be- 
cause he had the ambition and determina- 
tion to do it,and, in the second place, 
because he was not hindered by the inter- 
vention and embarrassment of party claims, 
And it was not the city alene that enjoyed 
the benefit, for the New-York Post Office is 
an important factor ia the receipt and dis- 
tribution of the mails of the-whole country: 

When President CLEVELAND reappointed 
Mr. PEARSON it. was on account of his effi- 
ciency and the general demand for his 
retention in the interest of the Postal Serv- 
ice, and because he was convinced that the 
New-York Post Office was no part of any 
political machine and would not become so 
under its present head. He knew that Mr. 
PEARSON personally was a Republican, 
and was likely to continue to be one, but he 
also knew that he would not meddle with 
the pelitics of his subordinates or take 
part in political action outside of his office. 
He was simply the best possible Postmas- 
ter, the right man in the right place, so far 


avoided. Under a Republican Administra- : 





a Republican, and he has continued with. 


out swerving the policy which he had 


pursued under::a Republican Admin-’ 
istration. He has made no removals from 
among his subordinates except for reasons 
affecting the goed of tho service. He can- 
not be accused even of making.changes on 
any party greund, fer he has scrupulously 
abstained from inquiring into the politics 
of persons removed or appointed. All ap- 
pointments have been made under a faithful 
application of the civil service rules, and 
the Postmaster never knows the politics of 
the men who are taken from the list of 
those passing the required examinations. 
As a matter of fact, in spite of all the exi- 
gencies caused by death, voluntary resigna- 
tions, and removals for cause, three-fourths 
of those employed under the Arthur Ad- 
ministration are still in the service, and the 
additions that have been made are as likely 
to be Republicans as not.. In spite of many 
difficulties that have been thrown in his 
way, the Postmaster has by assiduous effort 
and incessant labor managed to maintain 
the high degree of efficiency in the Postal 
Service with which he began his second 
term. 

If with his present record Postmaster 
PEARSON were a Democrat, there would be 
the same reasons for reappointing him that 
President CLEVELAND had four years ago, 
and fidelity to the professions of civil serv- 
ice reform which the new President has 
made would demand it. Asa Republican 
who has passed through a Democratic Ad- 
ministration without wavering in his 
course, he is entitled to special considera- 
tion from a Republican President if in 
point of fact there is any sincerity in the 
professions of the party. If he is superseded 
now, it will place this Administration on a 
distinctly lower plane than that occupied 
by the one which preceded it in re- 
gard to the. only line of. policy upon 
which the Republicans found it open to 
attack. They were never able to attack it 
in consequence of its course in connection 
with the New-York Post Office, but they 
criticised it in many cases in which it pur- 
sued a different course, and not without 
effect. It would show that the present Ad- 
ministration does not regard efficiency, ex- 
perience, and fidslity as a ground for re- 
taining public servants even of its own 
party. The change could be made only for 
the purpose of getting the greatest Post 
Office in the country into polities again. 
Not only would this lay it open thus early 
in its record to criticism for its motives and 
methods in dealing with the public service, 
but experience amply proves that it would 
be a source of party weakness and not of 
strength. It would not win support but 
alienate it. 

There is this practical consideration that 
makes the case exceptional. The Post 
Office Service comes in close daily contact 
with the people in their business and in 
their social and domestic life. Itsefficiency 
is appreciated at once and its inefficiency 
makes itself immediately felt. The New- 
York Post Office is a vast agency in the 
conduct of business and the intercourse of 
life, not only for the city but for the coun- 
try. If itsefficiency is impaired, complaints 
‘will be numerous and speedy. No man in- 
experienced in its management, however 
able and well meaning, can take control 
of it and maintain its operation at 
the present standard. The special knowl- 
edge, the familiarity with details, the 
ready judgment, and the prompt: decision 
would be wanting. But let the man be put 
in the place for political reasons and sub- 
ject to the consequent pressure, and demor- 
alization of the service would be certain. 
It would have a serious effect upon the Ad- 
ministration and the party responsible for 
it. Asamere matter of party expediency 
ene would suppose that the reappointment 
of Pestmaster PEARSON would be a matter 
of course. Rd 





THE TREASURY POLICY. 

There has been some interest shown in 
the Street concerning the policy likely to 
be adopted by the new Secretary of the 
Treasury, but hardly’ so much as might 
have been expected, considering how.many 
of the preminent Republicans were engaged 
in the Street and how freely they predicted 
a general “boom” to fellow the election of 
their candidate and the adoption of their 
policy.. The fact is that the financiers have 
not yet had their innings, The Secretary 
of the Treasury has been giving himself up 
to the politicians and the office seekers, 
‘and has had no time to study ques- 
tions of finance. In the meantime, 
there is almost nothing that he can do, of 
his own discretion, at all different from 
what his immediate predecessor did. The 
taxes remain unchanged. Their yield is 
abeut the same. The necessary and author- 
ized expenditures are not susceptible of 
much increase. The purchasable debt is 
in nearly the same condition as heretofore, 
except that holders are a little stiffer and 
aré likely to become moreso. If there be 
no relief the Administration will be forced 
before another month to commence buying 
bonds in considerable quantities, and it is 
not improbable that under that process the 
price of bonds will go up, and possibly go 
up rapidly. 

. Although Mr. Winpom has announced no 
views on the question ef what kind of 
bonds or in what quantity he will under- 
take to buy, he must have given some at- 
tention to the subject, and he must under- 
stand how very narrow is the choice left to 
him. Undoubtedly the President under- 
stands it also. They may seek an escape 
from their limitations by an extra session 
of Congress. The pressure for relief of 
that kind is likely to be greater and greater 
as the Summerapproaches, Unless circum- 
stances that cannot now be predicted inter- 
fere there is no escape from heavy bond 
purchases at an advancing rate, or the un- 
comfortable and inconvenient accumula- 
tion of money in the Treasury. How 
far Congress could be relied un to relieve 
this situation is a mattér to be considered. 
It might pass the Senate Tariff bill, to go 
into effect on the lst of next January, or 
the internal revenue reduction might take 
effect even earlier. This action weuld give 
the promise of near relief, and that Woyld 
go far teward controlling the difficulties. 
Or Congress might take. up the numerous 
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more than enough for that purpose. A Gen- 
eral Service Pension bill would be all that is 
necessary in itself, and to the idea of such 
@ bill the appointment. of Mr. TANNER to 
the Pension Bureau will be accepted as a 
committal by the soldiers in politics. 

Thus it will be seen that at present Mr. 
WIinpom has and can have no policy essen- 
tially differing from that pursued by Mr. 
FaIrcHitp until Congress shall have 
changed the laws by which he is necessari- 
ly bound and directed. The real question 
of interest for the country is not what Mr. 
WINDoM will do, but will there be an extra 
session, and, if so, what will then be dene 
by Congress ? 





BLACK SHEEP COMMENDED. 

It is well known tothose who are familiar 
with the political events of the last fifteen 
years that among those whom the President 
has been urged to appoint to important of- 
tices are many men of notoriously bad repu- 
tation. These candidates have secured, 
without apparent difficulty, the recommen- 
datiens of scores of members of Congress 
and other men in public life. Their tes- 
timonials are numerous and impressive. 
Many a man who has held public office and 
never been false to his trust might strive in 
vain to procure such an array of recommen- 
dations as these black sheep exhibit. The 
support given willingly to these old jobbers 
by so many men of a better type has excited 
the protests of certain Republican jour- 
nals. From a description of *‘ actual cases” 
published in the Cincinnati Commercial-Ga- 
zette we take the following: : 
“There is now before the President an appli- 
cation for the head of ene of the bureaus, where 
the opportunities of a dishonest man for eor- 
rupt dealing are boundless, indorsed by many 
more than a hundred members of the last Heuse 
of Representatives. And yetnolongerago than 
during Mr, BLAINE’s Speakership he Darely es- 
caped expulsion on a yea and nay vote where a 
two-thirds vote was necessary to expel, and was 
then eensured by a unanimous vote for receiv- 
ing money for performing hisduty as a member 
of the House, ‘The same man, by a subsequent 
Investigation under the order of the House, was 
shown to have acquired an absolutely fraudu- 
lent elaim for a large amount through «the 
Treasury Department, for which this depart- 
ment sent his case before the criminal court of 
the District for prosacution. These were mat- 
ters of universal notoriety at the time, and yet 
a majority of the Republican side in the last 
House were so careless as to indorse this man 
to President HakRIson for a high and very im- 
portant place.” 


A man who was removed from office by 
President GRANT because he had: made 
‘improper and presumably personal use of 
more than $100,000 of the public money” 
was supported by a State delegation for a 
place in the Cabinet. Another, whose sole 
occupation for three years has been that of 
a lobbyist in the corridors of the Capitol, 
was the candidate of *‘ one of the most con- 
spicuous and influential political clubs of 
the ceuntry” for a high office in the Post 
Office Department. Other men who for 
years have been in politics for revenue 
only, or whose habits are notoriously bad, 
are included in this list. 

Why do more than a hundred members 
of Congress ask that such a man as the one 
described in the passage quoted above 
shall be placed at the head of an impor- 
tant bureau? Have they never heard of 
his unsavory record, or have they forgot- 
ten it, or are they only ‘careless’? One 
would like to believe that they exert their 
influence and write their letters of com- 
mendation in ignorance of the events that 
ought. ferever to exclude these smirched 
politicians from public office, but these 
Congressmen were not born yesterday, nor 
have they lost their memories. 

The candidate whose career is sketched in 
the quoted paragraph from the Commercial- 
Gazette was censured and barely escaped 
expulsion ‘‘during Mr. BLAINE’s Speaker- 
ship.” What was Mr. BLAINE’S own ex- 
perience in those years? How has he fared 
since his work in various channels of use- 
fulness was uncovered? His party has 
tried to make him President, and Mr. Har- 
RISON now makes him the head of his Cabi- 
net. Whyshould not this other member of 
Congress whose jobbery was exposed now 
ask for an important office? And why 
should not those who condoned the offenses 
of Mr. BLAINE forget now the sins of this 
other candidate and commend him as worthy 
of confidence? When a member of the Cab- 
inet is selected for the sole reason that 
just before the election he procured from 
protected manufacturers hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars that were used in control- 
ling ‘‘ blocks of fives,” why should not this 
man aspire to a subordinate office? When 
the President admits to his house and his 
table on terms of intimate friendship old 
star-route contractors who laid the founda- 
tions of their fortunes with money paid for 
“expedition,” and when the beneficiaries of 
speculation in expanded privateland grants 
are so near to him that gossip places them 
in the “Kitchen Cabinet,” are the influ- 
ences surrounding the appeinting power so 
chilling to men tainted as this candidate is 
that they may not dare to ask for prefer- 
ment, or so exacting that members of Con- 
gress shrink from urging the selection of 
men notoriously unfit?

THE 400 AND THE 160. 

It is not clear what the trouble has been 
about that has at last been composed by 
the offer of the Centennial Committee te 
admit legislators to the number of 1,000 to 
the grand stand on the occasion of the cen- 
tennial celebration, and to the number of 
160 to the ball. and to the naval parade, 
the latter being the actual number of legis- 
lators. Whenever an occasion arose which 
brought the hundred and sixty and the four 
hundred into relations it was to be expected 
that those relations, would be promptly 
strained as by a “tug-of-war.” It is the 
struggle between the Empire and the Fau- 
bourg St. Germain. The grimy and horny- 
handed men of action in Albany naturally 
suspect the intentions of the washed and 
leisured fclubmen of the metropolis. It is 
true that the two kinds of distinction have 
frequently been united in the same persons. 
It is not, however, that the legislators have

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‘noted in foteigners. At’ the present mo- 


ment Mr. Hamiron Fisu, Jr., is the con- 
necting link between the hundred and sixty 
and the four ‘hundred, and he has accord- 
ingly been employed to mediate between 
them. But the Legislature should not rash- 
ly assume that public life is despised by the 
persons engaged in preparing the centen- 
nial celebration. Col. 8S. VAN RENSSELAER 
CRUGER himself has lately exhibited a will- 
ingness to take upon himself the humble 
functions of the Lieutenant Governorship, 
and, in spite of this, the Legislature has 
persisted in suspecting him of a willingness 
to snub the body over. which he would have 
been content to preside had it not seemed 
otherwise to the gods. 

It is not anything that the representa- 
tives of the four hundred have done or said, 
so much as the very existence of the four 
hundred that has incited the Legislature 
to look out for snubs.. The moment any 
set of men assumes to beexclusive, the Leg- 
islature naturally takes offense, because, of 
course, any social exclusiveness must at a 
very early stage reach the members of that 
body. In order to cull four hundréd flow- 
ers of American civilization, you begin by 
excluding Aldermen, and then proceed to 
the Legislature. As we have seen, this 
wholesale proscription is not infallible, for 
not only have several swells been State 
Senators, and even Assemblymen, within 
living memory, but they have actually be- 
come <Aidermen, and some of them 
have in the Legislature shown a de- 
cided capacity for *‘making the best of 
both worlds.” If not quite infallible, how- 
ever, itis general enough and safe enough 
to excite the sensitiveness of legislators. 
“Statesmen,” in effect exclaimed Senator 
MIKE MURPHY, paraphrasing a famous 
bulletin of NAPOLEON, “from the summit 
of Murray Hill, four centuries look down on 
you.” Itis quite true, anxious as the com- 
mittee may now be te preserve the harmony 
of the eccasion by pretending that it is not, 
and we repeat it was the consciousness of 
this feeling rather than any action or in- 
action had in pursuance of it, that moved 
Senator MURPHY to demand a separate 
stand for the theoretically august body of 
which he is a member. 

If the centennial parade were to be a 
moral and didactic exhibition it would be 
a matter of regret that this proposition was 
not adopted. A stand occupied exclusively 
by the New-York Legislature of 1889, con- 
fronted with another stand occupied by 


‘labeled effigies of the Legislature of 1789, 


with Davip B. Hitt at the head of one 
body and GEORGE CLINTON of the other, 
weuld have been an object lesson of great 
value. Now that the legislators are not to 
be put in as a separate exhibit but diffused 
throughout the gtand stand the force of the 
lesson will be much broken. 

The practical statesmen avenge them- 
selves upon the butterflies of fashion by 
describing them as anglomaniacs. Anglo- 
mania was at least as characteristic of New- 
York society a hundred years ago as it is 
to-day, and many of its ornaments were 
sojourning in the British provinces in conse- 
quence when the inauguration of WASHING- 
TON eccurred. When the leader of the 
four hundred not long ago announced that 
he had chosen the performers in the cen- 
tennial guadrille by simply consulting a 
history of the peried, a comparison of the 
statement and of the list excited much hilar- 
ity ameng historical students. The hun- 
dred -and sixty who suspect the feur hun- 
dred of a willingness to snub thém ought to 
derive consolation from this fact. They 
are justified in expecting that at the second 
centennial of the inauguration they will be 
held in considerably less disesteem than at 
the first, if for no other reason than that 
people will not know so much about them.

"~ THE LAW OF TRUSTEE. 

A telegram from Previdence briefly re- 
ported a legal decision whichis somewhat 
startling in the emphasis it throws upon 
a familiar point of mercantiie law. FRAN- 
cis M. SMITH and CHARLES M. SMITH were 
Trustees of the estate of A.D. SmitH. Act- 
ing under his will and within the powers 
granted them they indorsed certain nego- 
tiable paper thus: 


ig aan, Obie FRANCIS M. SMITH, 
‘Cay _. CHARLES MORRIS SMITH, 
~ "2" Trustees estate of Amos D. SMITH. 


The purport of the decision is that they 
ate personally liable to an amount little 
short of a million dollars. Their counsel 
in vain pleaded the hardship of punishing 
them for duties faithfully performed under 
conditions well known to the plaintiffs. 
Lawyer BLODGETT, representing the bank 
which discounted the paper, contended that 
the strong equitable defense apparently 
made out was no answer to the claim in 
strict law. And the court agreed with him 
that the above indorsement, though to the 
lay mind the indorsement of the Trustees, as 
it was meant to be, was in fact the indorse- 
ment of the persons whose names were 
signed. 

Their error, which it behooves every 
one acting in a similar capacity te make a 
note of for its aveidance, was in not adding 
words specifically limiting their liability 
to their representative capacity. Other- 
wise the addition ‘‘ Trustees,” &c., was 
purely superfluous, or at most was useful 
for description or identification of the per- 
sons named, without at all relieving them 
of the usual consequenees of indorsing mer- 
cantile paper. Hence the plaintiff was not 
compelled to have recourse to.the trust es- 
tate, but could pursue the individual prop- 
erty of the indorsers. The relation of 


Trustee is so common, and the mistake 


made isso easy of repetition, that the de- 
cision is worth attention by cautious peo- 
ple who do not wish to pay too dearly for 
performing duties which are often equally 
unsought for and unavoidable. 





It is assumed that the New-York Yacht 
Club, as custodian of the America’s Cap, 
wil: accept Lord DUNRAVEN’s challenge 
with a second-class yacht. After the hugo 
cutters that have been built in Great 
Britain and the large sloops that have been 
built here to meet them, it is questionable 
whether it is wise for the club to prepare 
for a contest with a boat of less than 70 
feet on the water line.

It is said that the anti-foreign movement 
in China which hasmanifested itself of late 
in serious attacks upon the residences and 
property of British and American mission- 
aries and Consuls has derived a part of its 
impetus from the anti-Mongolian legisla- 
tion of Congress. The logic of the Celestial 
mind is that if the Chinese must go in this 
country the. ‘‘Melican” man ‘should be 
compelled to go from the Flowery Kingdom. 
In those ports where some knowledge of 
what is going enin America is disseminated, 
the belief that the Chinese who have come 
to this country are, as a class, industrious 
and orderly must make the persecution to 
which some of them have been subjected in 
the States and Territories of the Northwest 
seem outrageous.

M. COQUELIN’S BENEFIT. 

The performance at the Star Theatre last 
evening for the benefit of M. Coquelin attracted 
an audience that filled well the house and 
manifested constantly a warm feeling for the 
artist. Two plays were upon the bill, the prin- 


cipal being ‘‘Jean Dacier,” a tive-act drama in 
verse. The reputation which M. Coquelin has 
madein this city will gain nothing from this 
representation, as the part of Jean is scarcely 
suited to him, and the play itself 1s somewhat 
tiresome. 

The performance was concluded with a one 
act cumedietta, ‘The Silent System,” “ freely 
Englished from the French of R. Dreyfus, by 
Mr. Brander Matthews,” in which M. Coquelin 
appeared with Mrs. Agnes Booth. There was 
much curiosity to see how the French comedian 
would acquit bimself in English, and there was 





great merriment when it was discov- 
ered that he played only in good 
French, that is with shrugs of i his 


shoulders and the most comical of grimaces. 
The sole motive of the piece is the voluble com- 
piaining of a young wife whose husband re- 
turns late frem his club ora college dinner and 
who pursues him from pillar to post with re- 
proaches. The husband refuses tu say a word 
and thereby adds fuel to the flames. Finally, 
he draws from his pocket a diamona bracelet 
and silently tenders it as a peace offering, with 
magic effect. 

Mrs. Beoth’s efforts were rewarded with a 
constant rippling of merriment that now and 
then grew into hearty laughter. The braeelet 
tendered by the husband to the wile was a gen- 
uine gift offered by M. Coquelin to Mrs, Booth. 
It was inscribed: **C. Coquelin, Agnes Booth; 
*The Silent System,’ Mareh 29.” 

Witn its presentation the play was over. M+ 
Coquelin, with Mrs. Booth upen his arm, ad- 
vanced a step and spoke to the audience in 
English, with a marked accent, as follows: 

“It I have said nothing till now, itis not be- 
cause I cannot speak. No, 1 can speak; but my 
siient system had two reasona; two excellent 
reasons, as you will acknowledge. The first 
reason was that Mrs. Booth speaks so well I did 
not thinkit fair to interrupt her, ana itis: al- 
ways adelight to a’ lady who has se great a 
mastery of thejart of speech. 

‘And the second reason Fsaid nothing was 
because I cannot speak English; I cannot speak 
itatall. Icould havethe pleasure of acting 
with Mme. Schoeffel only ina play in which 
she did allthe talking; never a difficult task 
foralady, and [ thank her now for having 
given me this great pleasure. Perhaps I ought 
to let her have the last word, but I owe tbat 
te you, who have greeted me during my six 
weeks in New-York with a Kindness and a sym- 
pathy I shall never forget. 

** It is to New-York I owe the success I have 
had in America. New-York opened for me the 
gates of the other cities I have visited. I bear 
away with me to France the memory of a kind- 
ly reception, which I shall treasure as one ef 
the greatest honors of my life, Igo home with 
the hope of coming back again to this marvelous 
country. I think 1 can say I have friends here. 
To ali of them I expresa my regret that I must 
go and my thanks tor the warmth of my wel- 
come.” 

These remarks were received with round after 
round of applause and bravos, and the artists 
were recalled again and again. Flowers, 
abundant and beautiful, were handed up. 

After the play Coquelin suddeniy found him- 
self surrounded on the stage. In the group waa 
Gen. Horace Porter, John Gilbert, Ada Rehan, 
M. Kroedler, P Bariow, Jobu B. Sobooefel, 
Henry E. Abbey and wife, and others. Mr. Bar- 
low in @ brief speech in French presented tne 
actor wlth a solid silver cup inclosed in a buf- 
falo skin case a8 a testimonial from several of 
his friends in America, Cequelin’s. surprise 
was a study, and it was dvoubly so when 
he opened the case and lifted out the memento. 
In panteowimic he offered the cup to Agnes 
Booth as if it contained semething guvod to 
drink.

The good people of New-York know that. 
April has come when thoy receive cards bear- 


ing the device of the National Academy of De. 
sign. 

The reception that ushers in \the Spring 
affords a good occasion to show.a new Gress or 
& seasonable bonnet; for, inthe crushes that oc-| 
cur on each Saturday evening before the open- 
ing of the annual exhibition to the public, the fa- 
vored guests appear in all sorts of attire—the 
men in studio garbs, walking clothes, or even-' 
ing dress, as they happen to be; the women in’ 
garments bright or sombre, sulted for shopping 
er for a ball after the opera. 

The crowd is too great te see the pict- 
ures with any success, and those who do 
try to perform the daty for which osten- 
sibly they are bidden take most note of 
the gaudiest and largest canvases rather than 
those which have the greatest sim of qualities 
| that please a connoisseur. The striking, epvi-- 
ous thing gets the most attention, and people 
are only too giad if there is a single point by 
which the new exhibition distinguishes itself 


from the threescore and whree which have gone 
before, 


The sixty-fourth exhibition has not one but 
two claims to a difference from the ordinary 
run of shews at the Academy of Design. One 
consists in a bright idea of the Hanging Com- 
mittee, Messrs. OC. H. Miller, Thomas Moran, 
Nicoll, Murphy, Hamilton, and Moeller, to show 
us how many poer portraits can be got together 
none room. Therefore 1s the East Room the 
prime sensation of the exhibition. 

Various are the degrees in the badness 
of the work here shown, but, on the 
whole, the picture of Mrs. M. A. by 
Frank B. Carpenter, A. N. A., reaches the 
lowest point of art. Portraits of a chaplain 


in the Ninety-fourth New-York Volunteers, ana 
of Mrs. Anna Katrina Green, by L.G. Sellstedt, N. 
A., run 16 a close race. All ef Prof. John F. Weir's 
art must have escaped him when he painted the 
lixeness of an officer of the United Siates Army, 
exhibited under No. 294; but George H. Story, 
A. N. A., was only at bis usual pitch when he 
made the portrait of John Gilbert as Sir Robert 
Brambie in “The Poor Gentleman.” 

The President of the Academy shows 
likenesses of the late Bishop Horatio Pot- 
ter, the Rev. Morgan Dix, and James Me- 
Gee, late President of the Proauce Ex- 
change, They, are of the usual stamp— 
cold and formal productions, weak in drawing 
and superficial in the expression of character. 
A portrait of a young lady by 8. J. Guy, N. A., 
is bard and erude enough to make him eligible 
to the Royal Academy. The likeness of the 
painter W. H. Beard by his brother-artist T. W. 
Wood, N. A., 1s very faithful, without having 
any agreeable quality. 

As if influenced by their neighpvors, the per- 
traits in this reow, from tried anu excelient 
artists, are inferior. Nothing could be more 
charming than ths touch William M. Chase has 
given to the tullein therobde of his * Laay m 
Pink;” yet the flesh painting, especialiy oo 
the neck and bosom, is not up te his 
mark. Edwin H. Bilashtleld, N. A., has 
dene better work tl.an the face and tigure of 
his beautiful sitter :iows. Eastman Jonnson, 
N. A., has good, but not remarkable, work in tue 
** Portrait of a Boy,” and indifferent in “ Por- 
trait ot a Gentleman.” Noris Wyatt Eaton at 
his high-water Mark in the “ Portraitof Mrs. 
8. W. E. and Son,” owing to @ mannered smile 
on both faces. 

The painters who keep their own level or 
surpass former work are George C. Muunzig, 
with his picture of a little boy; Frank Db. 
Millet, N. A., with his “Portrait of Miss 
W.”; Frederic P. Vinton, A. N. A, with a 
likeness of Mr. A. A. Pope, and Thomas W. Dew- 
ing, N. A., with asmall protile view of a lady. 
There is much charm of brushwork in this 
listle portrait. A picture in the historical line 
by Oliver I. Lay—*‘The Last Days ot Aaron 
Burr’—deserves notice for the boiduess of its 
maker in attempting a field from which most of 
eur modern painters shrink. Perhaps the most 
satisfaetory piece in the room is the portrait of 
** Daphne,” a little girl, who looks straight out 
from the canvas and clasps a bunch of the tiuw- 
ers suited toher name. Itis by k. D. Sawyer, 
@D artist Who ought to be heard trom oftener. 

Another trait wherein this exhibition differs 
from others is the comparative abundance of 
Statuary. The pieces are not large, for the 
Academy has no proper arrangements for show- 
ing anything but busts and small reliefs, but 
they comprise some works of more than com- 
mon merit. Augustus St. Gaudens has a grase- 
ful offering to Kobers Louis Stevenson in the 
shape of @ profile full-length portraits of that 
novelist, who lies propped with many cushicns 
on &@ couch 4s an invaiid, and is about inditing 
one of bis pretty songs which the soulp- 
tor has obligingly traced upon the back- 
ground. Olin L. Warner shows a wmost 
delightful little bronze bust of an infant 
and a vigoreus bronze bast of Mr. C. E. 5. Wood. 
¥F. Edwin Elwell has clever work in @ pilas- 
ter sketeh for “Rebecca” and a bust of 
Katharine in “The Taming of the Shrew.” 
Daniel C. French offers a likeness of the late 
John Murray Forbes in plaster, the original be- 
longing to his father, William Forbes of 
Nausbon. 

None of these sculptors pdelongs to the 
Academy, but their work has at once raised 
the standard of statuary at the exhibitions 
from the low condition it used to hoid. From 
J. Scott Hartley, A. N. A., come bronze busis 
of Edwin Booth as Brutus and Lawrence 
Barrett as Cassius, decorative ieces both, 
which belong to the newly-tormed Players’ Cluv. 

A painting which wili not fail to seize the eye 
is George Inness’s great green landscape at the 
eastern end of the largest gallery called ‘** Tne 
Coming Storm.” It shows mastery of materi- 
als and the finest tecnnical quality, but 
does not extort a surprised admiration 
like many of his less ambitious works. 
Another notable thingis the Sainte Genevicre 
by Charles Sprague Pearce, in the West Reom, a 
very large Salon picture, done ata sheep farm 
enthe River Oise, very much in the spirit of 
the late Bastien Lepage. The haif-ruined farm 
buildings, the distant sheep, the sky and pasi- 
ure, are painted with great skill. Sols the 
heavy peasant girl with her head and neck stiff- 
enedin an ecstasy as if she hadavision. The 
pieture isatriumph of French realism, into 
which the faint haio round the head of the fut- 
ure Saint, a@ while halo, injects a somewhat 1n- 
appropriate note. ; 

A waoble landscape is that by Swain 
Gifford in the South Gallery, giving one 
of the many picturesque ravines on ihe 
Island of Naushon. That deligut in color 
which marks the landséapes of Homer D. Mar- 
tin 18 shewn in Mr. James W. Eliswerth’s ex- 
ample, ‘‘Winter Cherry Trees: Coast of Nor- 
mandy.” The sky near the horizen has a won- 
derfully deep luminous quality, together with 
an effect of passing vapor which can hardly be 
ealled cloud, an effect that svarcely anybody 
but, Mr. Martin attains, and one for which he 
alone of all artists seems to have the patent. 

From J. G. Brewn we get adozen bewsboys at 
onee,, (Extra!) ali of the same family, ail 
grinning, all rather ostentatious of their rags 
like the boys on Mr. Harrigan’s stage. From 
H. Siddons Mowbray comes an example in the 
collection of Mr. T. B. Clarke, another scene 
trom “The Arabian Nights’’—*“The Caienders.” 1t 
is indifferently good. The reteraa W. AR. Beard 
has lest noue of his droliery, none of his oraft, 
for with “Here are Acorns for You, Piggy,” ae 
pictures a bear luring a plump pig up tv him by 
holding owt a pawful of nuts. From a new 
name, Phinister Preetor, comes a good picture 
ot male deer after a battle, called “ Driven 
from the Herd.” ‘*The Pottery Artist,” by E. 
Weod Perry,is so weil painted and sturdy an 
interior that it sets one asking why 16 is that he 
has wasted his time on interiors with pink- 
cheeked women and babies when he can paint 
workmen so much better. It is the best picture 
this Aeademician has ever shown. 

Flower pieces of great beauty are not 
lacking. ‘the daisies by Mrs. Chauveau, 
(361;) the chrysanthemums of EK. M. 
Scott, (362;) the pods ef the milkweed by 
H. Revere Jehnson are only a few of the 
geod pieces; “Apples,” im the corridor, by K. 
W. Lombard, is capital. No one need ask for 
better still life. In fact, the corridor presents a 
good many interesting things, some of which 
are visible and others not. A full-length portrait 
of alady by Otto Wolff, for example, belongs te 
the latter class, for it has been so barbarvusiy 
hung that one can scareely see it. Yet what is 
apparent speaks weil for the painter; it certain- 
ly proves that it contaius better work than a 
dozen portraits in the East Room, upon whica 
light falls altogether too clearly for their own

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HIS VALKYRIE WILL TRY FOR 
THE AMERICA’S OUP. 

THE CHALLENGE FOR ANOTHER INTER- 
NATIONAL RACE RECEIVED YESTER- 
DAY—YACHTSMEN ENTHUSIASTIC. 

The report cabled to this city from Lon- 
don on Wednesday giving the news that a 
challenge te the New-York Yacht Club to con- 
test next Fall for the possession of the Amer- 
ica’s Cup had deen iasued by the Earl of Dun- 
raven and was on its way to this country was 
conlirmed yeaterday afternoon when a largo 
envelope bearing many stamps and the post- 
mark of England was delivered as the club- 


house of the New-York Yacnt Club, 67 Madi son- 
avenue. 

The envelope was addressed to the Secretary 
of the elub and contained the challenge to an- 
other race for the coveted trophy which has 
been the object of so many and such sharp con- 


tests in our waters and which has been so long 
retained here by the prowess of American boat 
builders and the seamanship of American sailors. 

The news of the challenge having been re- 
eeived spread rapidly last evening among 
yachtsmen, and they were all animation at 
once. lt was a complete surprise to all except 
a few who had harbored a suspicion for several 
weeks past that the Earl of Dunraven contem- 
piated trying for the prize. The first news of 
the challenge set the tongues of yachtsmen 
Wagging, and they continued to wag laat night 
vigorousiy. Why the Earl of Dunraven should 
heave delayed his action until the last hour can- 
not be understood. He surely did not do this 
to gain time on our yachtsmen, for there is still 
time to spare if 1t is decided to build a new boat 
to try for the honor of defending the cup. 

Mr. J. V. S. Oddie, Seeretary of the New-York 
Yaeht Club, was at the elubhouse iast evening 
when a TIMES reporter called, but he refused to 
allow a copy of the ohallenge to be made, A 
special meeting of the New-York Yacht Club 
will be held next week, probably Thursday 
evening, to act upon the challenge. 

But little is known as yat of the details of the 
designs of the Earl’s yacht. She has been named 
Vaikyrie, and she is a centre-board outter, de- 
signed by G. L. Watson, designer of the Thistle, 
and built by Fay of Southhampton. Her di- 
mensions are: Lonath over all, 85 feet; load- 
water line, 69.6 feet; beam, 15.9 feet; depth, 
11.6 feet; tonnage, 56.76 tons. Her keel was 
cast Feb. 5, and she leaves her dock for a trial 
about April 21. 

Yhe Earl of Dunraven cabled the New-York 
Yacht Ciub during the Winter inquiring if the 
club would accept a challenge under the old 
deed ef gift, whioh prevides for a six months’ 
notice instead of 10 months, as in the new 
deed, and he received an answer in the affirma- 
tive, so itis likely that the race will be sailed 
under the conditions of the old deed of gift. 

The Earl suggests in his challenge that the 
contests be three out of five races, and the day 
of the first race Sept. 30. He also asks that the 
time sllewance sheuld be based on the mean of 
the two systems. in vogue in the New-York 
Yacht Club and the Yacht Racing Association. 
This will undoubtedly cause considerable disa- 
eussion by the members of the former elub. 

The opinion seems to be general among yachtsa- 
mon that, although they have the right to 
match a boat of a greater length than the Val- 
kyrie against her, it would beiunfair to do so 
unless the allowance of time made the chances 
ofthe boats: even. In the 70-foot olass the 
Americans have the Katrina, Titania, Sham- 
rock, and Vedain, and the races between these 
will be of intense interest if the fastest of them 
is to sail against the Valkyrie. 

Mr. J. Frederic Tams of the New-York Yacht 
Club remarked yesterday: ‘““No yachtsman can 
form an intelligent opinion of the Valkyrie 
simply from a general knowledge of her dimen- 
sions. We have not been furnished with a mid- 
ship section of the boat, and without that it is 
impossible to Know anything or guess anything 
abeut her sailing qualities. Thatshe is fur- 
nished with a eentreboard I can readily believe, 
for it is stated that she was designed by Mr. G. 
L. Watson, and he is not only entirely acquaint- 
ea with our yachts but with our sailing courses 
as well. Heis a shrewd, quick, and intelligent 
man, and you may depend on it that he bas 
taken the fullest advantage of all his knowl- 
eage. 

** Watson is also eoming, and it is doubtless 
due to his advice that the sending of the 
challenge has been delayed to the eleventh 
hour. But this delay will make little difference 
with the actionjof our yachtsmen intreating the 
challenge. If lam not sorely mistaken in the 
character of American yachtsmen and the 
American people, the Earl of Duntaven’s chal- 
lenge will be speedily accepted and every fair 
effort will be made to defeat the Valkyrie and 
keep the America’s Cup in our possession. I do 
not doubt that new boasts will be built to meet 
the visitor, although we have some vwery good 
craft already. 

“You know, of cours6, that under the condi- 
tions of the deed of gift we are not confined to 
the elass indicated by the 70-footgload water 
line of the Valkyrie. 6 have the right to meet 
her with @ much larger boat, and could even 
fail the Volunteer against her. But to take 
such an advantage is no part of true sport 
and is wholly foreign to the spirit of 
American yachtsmen. If the Valkyrie comes 
here to race for the America’s Cup you may 
depend on it that she will meet a contestant in 
her own class. Otherwise our yachtsmen would 
feel that they had no right to retain the Amer- 
ica’s cup, notwithstanding the conditions of the 
deed of gift. No, Sir, it will be a 70-foot load 
water line against a 70-foot load water line and 
every fair chance will be given the English- 
man. 

Mr. Tams also had something to say coneern- 
ing the statement that a syodicate had been 
formed to institute a new raee fora new trophy. 
Tho stery was that Mr. J. Beavor Webb of 45 
Broadway, as the representative of this syndi- 
eate, had sent a letter to Earl Dunraven sug- 
gesting that a cup be offered for competition by

over the Newport course, the trophy to take 
its name frem the first winning yacht. A 
further statement was made that the Earl of 
Dunraven had answered Mr. Beavor Webb’s 
communication agreeing to enter the Vaikyrie 
in such a contest provided such action would 
notinterfere with the struggle for the America’s 


Cup. 

Mr. Tams did not regard this movement with 
much favor. He said that in order to be entire- 
ly successful the proposed syndicate race 
would have to be sailed under the auspices of 
some yacht club, and he knewofnoclub that 
would eare to assume that responsibility. He 

thought that{the America’s Cup was a sutiicient 
incentive for international yacht racing and 
that the institution of a similar contest would 
detract from the importance of that which has 
been so honored by both time anda contention. 

“This whole matter of international yaeht 
racing,’ he said, “is purely a matter of senti- 
ment. The Ameriea’s Cup in itself simply is of 
no value, but as atrophy itisinwaluable. It 
represeats the pertinaeity and indomitable 
spirit of the Anglo-Saxon race, and I believe 
that it should be preserved in all its impor- 
tance. It also representa the greatest develop- 
ment in yachting, and [think that any meve- 
menttending to belittle it, howéver uninten- 
tional, will not prove to be popular er success- 

} , 





Mr. J. Beavor Webb would not discuss the 
matter of either the reported syndicate propo- 
sition or‘the Earl of Dunraven’s challenge for 
thejAmeriea’s Oup. He admitted having written 
a letter to the English yachtsman, but said that 
he had not yet received an anewer to his cem- 
munication. He was not at liberty te speak of 
the syndieate’s purpose er composition as he 
was acting only as its agent. 

Mr. Roosevelt Sehuyler, Secretary of the 
Corinthian Yacht Club, was very enthusiastic 
over the news thata challenge had been sent 
by the Earl of Dunraven for the America’s 
Cup. “As to the Valkyrie,” said he, “I shoulda 
not like to venture an opinion in the absence of 
the specific details of her construction. She 
may be furnished with a centreboard, asjis 
stated, but Idoubtif she would use it. I like 
the general idea of her build as indicated in the 
cablegrams, and think that she will prove 
speedy. Wesball probably nd her very hard 
to beat, especially en the outside course. Her 
designer, Watson, Knews as well as any one 
what she will have to overcome here, and 
I look forward to the contest with great 
interest and pleasure. Whea the Earl 
of Dunraven reaches here he will find 
that he will mot necessarily have to confine 
himself to the race for tne America’s Cup. The 
syadicate of whieh Mr. Beavor Webb is the 
agent will give him a race at Newport, and the 
Cerinthian Yacht Club is also in a position to 
offer him a contest. It looks to me, therefore, as 
though ths Valkyrie will engage in three series 
of races in American waters. At any rate, the 
opportunity for such races will be afferded her 
owner. I may say, also, that the Corinthian 
Yacht Club will place mot only its elubbouse, 
but allits accommodations, at the disposal of 
the Earl of Dunraven when he shall have ar- 
rived here.” 

Mr. L. F. D’Oremieulx, Secretary ef the Sea- 
wanhaka Yacht Club, knew that Earl Dun- 
raven had had a boat building in Fay’s yard; 
but he could scarcely bring himself te believe 
that the English yachtsman would have taken 
the blind chance of building a 70-foet boat to 
racé for the America’s Cup without having com- 
municated with the American officials as to the 
probability of their taking advantage sf ghe 
provisions of the deed of gift and entering a 
much larger boat against her. 

“Let us suppose,” said he, ‘that we should 
enter the Volunteer against the Valkyrie, as wa 
bavethe right to do. The latter peat would 
have no ehance at all under our system of time 
allbwance, no matter bow slow the Volunteer 
may be or how fast the Valkyrie may be. Our 
system of time allowance precludes the possal- 
Dility of bringing these two yaobts together in

ALLEN W. THURMAN A CANDIDATE FOR 


GOVERNOR WITH GOOD PROSPECTS. 
QoLtuMBUS, March 29.—The fact that Mr.. 
Allen W. Thurman has onterea the field as a 
eandidate for the Democratic Gubernatorial 
nomination has had the effect of creating some-

** Not a shadow of truth in the report. Itis 
being circulated wholly by the Republican or- 
gans for purposes I have already stated. If 
Mr. Payne 1s a candidate for a second term I do 
not knowit. The question of tne Senatorship 
has never been discussed in connection with the 
Gubernatorial nomination and will not be.” 

“Tt is stated that Mr. Payne has announced 
that he will seek a vindication in a re-election.” 
“Yes, it is so said by the Republicans, but 
Mr. Payne has never made such an announce- 
ment. He may bea candidate in the event of 
our success, but he is altogether too shrewd a 
politician to announce his candidacy long be- 
fore a State and legislative ticket has been 
selected.” 

** What, if any, eourse is the State Committee 
taking in regard to the Gubernatorial candi- 
dates?” 

. “The eommittes will keep out ef the contest, 
and that fact is very well understood. The 
members of course bave their individual prefer- 
ences, but aside from that they will exert no 
influence for or against any candidate. The 
Chairman, Mr. Townsend, understands this mat- 
ter fully.

I have 
always fought ring metbods and shall eontinue 
to do se, and what is more, would scorn a nomi- 
nation to any office not fairly won. We have 
often.lest Ohio by and through what were 
known as Cliques and gangs.

HARTEFORDS OITY HELEOIION. 





A MAYOR, ALDERMEN, AND OTHER OFFI- 
CERS TO BE CHOSEN ON MONDAY. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Maroh 29.—Ths annual 
municipal election, which will occur here on 
Monday next, will be without special political 
significance. By a law which went into effect 
three years ago, the term of office in the various 
city departments was made two years, the 
election taking place at the same time with 
that of Mayor. Up te that time most of the city 
officials were chosen annually. Now every 
ether year brings a respite to candidates and 
voters. “ The election next Monday will! be for 
members ef the Court of Common Couneil. 
Eight Aldermen are to be elected and a full 
Council Board, consisting of 32 members. The 
pelitical complexion ef the two boards has been 
Republiean for 12 years in spite of the fact that 
the city naturally is a Demoeratio stronghold. 
Six of the Aldermen whose terms expire this 
week are Republicans. That igh also domi- 
nates in the Council Beard. he retention ef 
ae for another year is confidently expected 
y the Republieans. 

The city offices awaiting distribution include 
the Judgeship of the City Court, the Prose- 
cuting Attornseyship, and the office of City At- 
torney, which is now held by Gov. Bulkeley’s 
Executive Secretary, Capt. Samuei O. Prentice. 
These are the three important etiices at the dis- 

osal of the City Government here, The City 

ourt Judgesbip is held by E. B. Bennett and 
Francis H. Parker is the Prosecuting Attorney. 
The aspirant for the City Attorneyship is Judge 
William F. Henney, author of the Henney Se- 
cret Ballot bill, which is now before the Legis- 
lature. He is a graduate of Princeton Colleges, 
and has heid the Police Judgeship here for six 
years. Judge Bennett will be a candidate for 
re-elestion. Mayor John G. Root, who Gas been 
at the head of the City Government for one 
year, has notably abstained from the use of the 
veto power sinee he has been in office, not hav- 
ing resorted to it more than once during 
the 12 months. This record is unprecedented 
here in late years. Gov. Bulkeley, Mayor Reot’s 
predecessor, used the power with great decision, 
frequently vetoing measures which the ordinary 
politician would have allowed to pass unnoticed, 
Ex-Lieut.-Gov. George G. Sumner, while Mayor of 
this city, was also ready to use the veto when 
occasion required. It has been a wholesome 
power on the whole in this city. 

The increase of the police force here has been 
one result of the Park Central Hotel disaster. 
Another result has been the ordering of an am- 
bulance for the city by the Court of Common 
Council. Both of these measures were advanced 
by the efforts of Mayor Reot. The building in- 
spection ordinance, which has been g0 generally 
demanded py the public sinve the ealamity, will 
go over to the new Council Board, which is to 
be elected next Monday. 





SORPRISED AT AN APPOINTMENT. 
LONG BRANCH, N. J., March 29.—The appoint- 
‘ment of Lewis R. Williams as Postmaster at 
thie place yesterday set thetownastir. The ap- 
pointee is about.23 years of age and very 
popular among his friends. He filled a clerical 


position in the office for 12 years during the 
term of Matthias Woolley, the last Republican 
Postmaster hero. 

The appointment has caused much dissatis-

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GOULD PROPOSES 10 FIGHT. 


HE RESISTS THE REMOVAL OF POLES 
AND WIRES. 

Jay Gould made an assaulf on the Board 
of Electrical Control yesterday with the pur- 
pose of preventing it from compelling the Weat- 
ern Union Telegraph Company to put its wires 
under ground. His weapon was a suit in equity 
brought in the United States Circuit Court. In 
this suit his special attorneys, Messrs. Dillon 
and Swayne, who are, of course, those of the 
Western Union Company, have procured from 
Judge Wallace a temporary injunction restrain- 
ing the Mayor and the Board of Electrical Con- 
trol from directing the Commissioner of Publio 
Works to remove from the streets the poles and 
wires of thatcompany. Thisisin response to 
an order from the board issued to the Western 
Union and other companies about a month ago 
to remove poles and wires. 

The injunction order, embodied in an order to 
show cause why this injunction should not be 
made permanent, was served on Mayor Grant 
and Commissioners Gibbens, Hess, and Moss 
of the Board of Electrical Control yesterday. 


The order was made returnable in the Circuit 
Court on Wednesday next, April 3, at 11 o’clock 
A. M. Thecomplaint on which the order was 
based is a voluminous document. It reeites 
that the Western Union Telegraph Company is 
a corporation of this State, but has wires for 
transmitting messages all over the United 
States and the Distriet uf Columbia, the outside 
wires being connected with its wires and cables 
in this city, over which messages for other 
places are necessarily carried. It also declares 
vnat the company acquired, in 1867, from the. 
United Statea the right to construct and maip- 
tain telegraph lines “over and along any of 
the military roads and post roads of the United 
States.” The streets, highways, and avenues 
of this city, it says, are suck post reads, spe- 
cifically declared to be by the iaws of the 
United States, t 

The complaint further says that the Western 
Union Company has always recognized the de- 
sirability and propriety of adopting some plan 
of constructing its elestrical conductors whieh 
would dispose with the necessity of using poles 
in big cities, and furnish a practicable means of 
operating those conductors under ground. The 

estern Unien Company had spent much money 
in the endeavor to find such means, and as far 
back as 1876 it had constructed conduits 
in Broadway between, Deg-atreet and the 
down-touwn exchanges, as well as in Cortlandt 
and Liberty streets, in Park-row, and in 
Broadway as far as Twonty-third-street. By 
doing this it obviated the necessity of erecting 
mere poles in the streets, and it did it all before 
the Legislature of this State passed the act pro- 
viding for the removal of poles and wires from 
the streets. But it seon found, so the complaint 
runs, that the proximity of steam, gas, and 
sewer pipes to its conduits destroyed the wires 
in them. 

The complaint charges that the original 
Board of Electrica! Control exceeded jts duties 
by organizing @ cempany to construct and 
maintain subways in the city streets, and in 
striving to compel the users of electrical con- 
auctors to rent spaces in those subways. Yet 
the Western Union Company rented spaces in 
the subways and underteok to use them, but 
discovered that in them, as in its own eonduits, 
wires were destroyed by steam and gases. In 
1887 it was decided by the ceurts of this State 
that the Subway Commissioners had exceeded 
their duty, but this defect was cured by new 
legislation giving the Board of Electrical Con- 
trol power te cempel the removal of the 
_ and wires from the streets. This legis- 

ation the Western Union Company’s lawyers 
say is unconstitutional, being local in eharac- 
ter, and giving a private corporation (the 
Consolidated Telegraph and Electrical Subway 
Company) an exclusive privilege in the streets. 
Yet in pursuanee of the invalid law of 1887, 
the Board of Electrical Control on Feb. 18 re- 
voked all permits for the erection of poles and 
the stringing of wires, and a week later ordered 
all poles and wires to be taken down within 30 
days from the receipt of the order, which wus 
dated Feb. 25. Mot only does the Board of 
Electrical Contro] refuse to grant permits for 
the continuance of poles and wires in streets 
in which there are subways, but also in those in 
which there are none. 

In conclusion, the complaint recites that it is 
impracticable to keep the wires in subways; 
that if it were not, the subways are not con- 
tinuous, and must be cennected by aerial wires 
under conditions that would cause great ineon- 
venience to the company, and that, finally, if the 
elty authorities should carry out the threat to 
remove its poles and wires, the company would 
be hurt in its business and made unabie to trans- 
mit messages fur the Goverument of the United 
States.

«ft Mayor Grant and the Commissioners of the 
Board of Electrical Control, Edward Harland, 
kieceiver of the American Rapid Telegraph 
Company, has notified them that they have 
acted in contempt of the United States Circuit

Union Company under the order of the court. 
Receiver Hariand has told them to put the poles 
and wires toto place again, and refrain from in- 
1 fering with the American Rapid system or be 
punished ior contempt.

THOMAS J. BRADY APPOINTED SUPERIN- 
TENDENT OF BUILDINGS. 

Superintendent Albert F. D’Oench re- 
signed on Thursday the place he had occupied 
for about five years at the head of the Burean 
of Bulldings in the Fire Department. The Fire 
Commissioners accepted his resignation and 
promptly appointed Thomas J. Brady to suc- 
eced him. *; 

Mr. Brady is @ pronounced Tammany Hall 
man, and belongs in the Nineteenth Assembly 
District. He is a great friend .of Mayor Grant, 
and the two entered politics together when 
they and three other young men—all of whom 


bow hold offices—organized a John Kelly Cam- 
paign Club. He was formerly a contractor, 
and as such helped to build the Sixth-Avenue 
Elevated Railroad, but for about eight years he 
has been connected with the Bureau of Build- 
ings. Reeently he has been oy A Suaperin- 
tendent of Buildings, ata salary of $3,000. As 
Superintendent he will get $4,000, a desirable 
increase for him, and which will enable him to 
inorease his contribution to Tammany’'s treas- 
ury. 

Mr. D’Oench said last night that his retire- 
ment was due to no political influence or press- 
ure. He had always been on the best of terms 
with the Board of FireCommissioners. He had 
resigned, be said, to resume his private busi- 





ness. The idea of resignation had not been sua- 
denly conceived, he said. It had been in his 
mind ever since he returned from his trip to 


Beigium and Germany last Summer, and from 
which he got back to work again last 
Octover. The trip had been taker then on 
account. of a peed of rest and recreatien. 
Mr. D’ Oench said that he would enter into busl- 
ness with Bernard Simon, who had been a former 
classmate of his at the Architeetural School at 
Stuttgart. Germany, from which Mr. D’Oeneh 
had graduated in 1875, and would enter with 
him at his present office in the Bible House, 
where together they would pursue the profes- 
sion of architecture. 

The retiring Superintendent spoke highly of 
Mr. Brady, and commended him as a hard- 
working, capable man. He had not, last night, 
received any official notice as te the action of 
the board on his resignation, but supposed that 
it would beaccepted. He said that he would go 
to his offiee to-day, but not after Monday. 


DEMAND FOR AN OPINION. 


TOUCHING THE COLLATERAL INHERIT- 


ANCE TAX IN TWO STATES. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 29.—The opinion 
of the Court of Appeals relative to the col- 
lateral inheritance tax is at hand, and there is 
@ general demand forit by lawyers, capital- 
ists, societies, and corporatiens. It was writ- 
ten by Judge Andrews. The question consid- 
ered was whether Trinity Colleges of Hartford 
and St. Paul’s Church, Poughkeepsie, were, at 
the time of the passage of the act of 1887, 
exempted by law from taxaticn. 
The Court of Appeals says in the opinion re- 
ferred to that “there is no exemption from 


taxation of the property of religious corpera- 
tions organized under the aetof 1813 by any 
provision in the act of incorporation, and the 
property of St. Paul’s Church has not been ex- 
empted by any special statute.” 

The opinion is a long and exhaustive docu- 
ment and is concurred in by the whole court. 
It deals with the general sudject of exemptions 
from taxation, the application of the collateral 
inheritance law only boing treated of as inci- 
dental to the main question whether all prop- 
erty of such institutions aa those named is ex- 
empt. The conclusion reached is that under 
the general law, while the church edifice of St 
Pau)’s and the buildings used for eoliege pur- 
poses and the lots on whion they stand are ex- 
empt, the corporations which own them are not, 
hence they must pay on ether property if they 
own any. 

As to Trinity College, the opinion states that 
the Conneectisut law cannot govern this State 
and it must be regarded as under our general 








law. 

The will of John Guy Vassar left a sum of 
money for an orpban asylum to be known as 
and calied the John Guy Vassar Orphan Asy- 
lum for poor legitimate orphans born in the 
county of Dutchess, &c. The bill now before 
the Legislature says; ‘‘ The purpose and object 
of said corporation shall be to maintain and 
conduct an asylum for poor, illegitimate orphan 
children,” &o. The bill affords the best founda- 
tion for an institution, but why it names illegiti- 
mate orphans instead of legitimate, as provided 
fer in the will, is not known here. The Execu- 
tors of John Guy Vassar’s estate are wondering 
how the bill reached its present shape. Senator 
Deane, who introduced it, is 111 at his home.

NATURAL AND ARTIFIOIAL VIORY. 

The action of the Board of Health in re- 
gard to the useof impure waters frdm city wells 
in the manufacture of mineral waters, as re- 
cently reported in the 7ribune, has started nu- 
merous inquiries as to the quality of the medici- 
nal spring waters, such as Seltzer and Vichy, 
sold by manufacturers in this city.

* ALBANY,/March 29:—The squall between. the 
Legislature and the Centennial Commitseehas 
blown over and there is an apparent air of 
peace. Thismorning Mr, Clarence W. Bowen, the 
Becretary of the committee, appeared as envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary 
from the committee. He paid his respecte to. 
Gov. Hill and explained that the committee had 
always contemplated giving tothe Legislature 
all the accemmodations within its power; that 
it was neverintended to bestow favors enly 
on thecommittee of nine that represented the 
Legislature. The Governor expressed himself a3 
delighted to‘hear this-explanation from an offi- 
ser of the committee rather than to have it 
given to him by hearsay or through the medium 
efthe press. In conclusion, the Governor re- 
quested Mr. Bowen to put in writing what he 
had said and hand the communication to Gen. 
Porter. 

The Governor sent for Adjt.-Gen. Porter, and 
the three discussed the subject thoroughly. 
Judge Yates, the representative of the National 
Guard on the floor of the House, met Mr, Bowen 
and Gen. Porter in the latter’s room, and at that 
conference the hatchet was buried and all war 
palnt obliterated. It was at Gov. Hill’s request 
that the conference was had and the matter 
amicably adjusted. 

This was the shape.of the affair at the hour at 
‘which the House was to consider the Murphy 
Legislative Grand Stand bill. Gen. Husted, as: 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee, . 
handed in the bill ‘in accerdance,” as he put it, 
‘with the mandate of the House.” 

Judge Yates was recognized. He declared 
ag aye sy action centained nothing retaliatory 

nit; that there was no haste displayed, but 


that it was taken for the protection and com- 
fort of the Legislature. In closing he said: 


**Now,. farther than that I meant this: I meant 
that the Legislature of the State of New-York 
sbould take such a position and be so:stationed that 
the National Guard of the State of New-York, that 
Teceived three-quarters of a million nearly last year, 
sheuld pass in review—that we should sve how the 
guns look that they carry; how they wear their 
clothes, and we wanted the troops to take the posi- 
tion of a soldier in the presence of a power in whose 
service they are—for the military 18 always subor- 
dinate to the civil autnority.

I meant that they 
should know who were looking at them, and that 
we should see what condition they were in, these

THE TWO HOUSES. 

In the House the Dressed Beef bill was 
made a special order for next Tuesday evening 
in general orders. 

Mr. Crosby served notice that next Wednes- 
Ray at noon he would ask to have read the 
Fitth-Avenue Stage bill—allowing the stages to 


run down South Fifth-avenue and across Canal- 
street to the Daesbrosses-Street Ferry and 
across, Ninth-street to Broadway ana return. 

Gen. Husted reported from the Ways and 
Means the Woman’s Reformatory Dili, and also 
the bill to appropriate $30,000 for the purchase 
of the old Van Rensseluer mansion at Bath-on- 
the Hudson. 

Senater Grady unearthed this morning a nice 
little scheme of certain railroad corporations to 
take possession of the only two piers on the 
Esst River now open to the public. The piers in 
question are atthe footof Dover and Kutgers 
streets. The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad has 
long had its eye onthe former and the New- 
York and New-England Railroad on the latter. 
These corporations have been beaten in the 
courts for the last three years. Recently they 
carried the case to the Court of Appeals, but 
Inet the same fate there. 

Senators Grady and Murphy explained these 
facts to the Senate when the Committee on 
Navigation reported the bill favorably. It is 
an attempt to nullify and override the opinions 
ot the courts. The bill was intreduced by Sen- 
ator Deane. On motion of Mr. Grady it was re- 
committed. 

Senator Linson introdueed by request an 
** Anti-Pinkerton.” bill, which probibite the im- 
portation of bodies of armed men into this 
State for police duty. 





Col. Cruger’s Committee on the Centennial 
Parade met last evening at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel headquarters. <A large number of promt- 


nent military men and others were in attend- 
ance in anticipation of the committee’s action 
respecting the legisiative grand stand eompliea- 
tion. Mr. Clarence W. Bowen was in confer- 
ence with the committee for nearly an hour, at 
the end of which time be appeared and dictated 
the following statement:

tseomed,s0 Mr. Bowen reported, that the Legis- 
lature had an idea that seats on the grand stand 
would be sold, and that the members of the Legisla- 
ture would bein mixed in with the people who had 
bought tickets, which the mombers of the Legis- 
lature thought was an undignified thing fer the 
committee to do. As a matter of fact, the 
rong Committee had passed no resolution as 
to the sale of tickets or the price of tickets 
for any of the stands. They have deter- 
mined to have all the seats on the grand stand 
free. These tickets will be given to the official 
guests from Washington and their families, the 
laumilies of the Governors from the different States, 
aod the Commissioners ana their lady friends, to 
the distinguished guests of the committee from all 
sections of the country, and to the members of the 
commities.

SHOT DEAD ON THE STAIRS. 


ANOTHER MURDER ADDED TO THE List 
OF AQUEDUCT TRAGEDIES. 

_ Shaft 5 of the new Croton Aqueduct, 

bout three miles from the'village of Sing Sing, 

‘as the scene of & murder on Thursday night, 
the victim bethg-one of the “Mulligan Gang,” 
which has been the terrorof all the shafts of 
the aqueduct inthe upper part of Westchester 
County for the last three years. 

At the shaft mentioned Miehael Pasquale 
keops 8 bearding house for the aceommodation 
‘of the negro employes of the aqueduct, who are 
‘how at work making the repairs demanded of 
the contractors in bricking up the tunnels It 
is a two-story building ana the top floor is ap- 


roaehed from the ground by a flight of eight 
Sona It is filled with bunks, into which the 
maen throw themselves and go to sleep. It has 
@room about 25 feet deep and 15 wide.’ The 
door is at one end and there is only one window 
to give light when the door is shut. 

In this reom on Thursday night. there were 
‘assembled ‘eight or ten negrees, Among the 
‘were Henry Johnson, 23 years of e 
as a night watchman, and ng A ms, 
better known us “Shorty,” aged 36, who was 
an active member of the “Mulligan Gang,” 
who never 4id any work, but lived by extorting 
meney from the other laborers. Johnson was 
generally re, ed as a peaceable, gooa-natured 
‘negro, who attendea to his own affairs, but 
when Williams came there they bad frequent 
quarrels, They had one or two on Thursday 
afternoon and evening. 

About 9 o’elock Johnson waa outside and 
Williams inside the big reom. Williams epened 
the door and was about to go out when Johnson 
‘was part of the way up the stairs, intending te 
eome in. Just at that moment there was the 
sharp report of a pistol. Williams reeled in the 
doorway a moment, and then fell across the 
threshold and lay perfectly still. He was 
dead, with a 32-calibre bullet through his brain. 

Johnson coolly walked away to the engine 
room of the shaft, a quarter of a mile distant, 
and lay down by the engine. The body of Will- 
jams was leftiying where it hi fallen until, 
Coroner George Sutton, Cnief of Police A. 8 
MoNeal, ana Policeman Valentine Dietrich ar- 
rived from Sing Sing, sbout 12:30 yeaunyaay 
morning. The Chief found Johneon atill lying 
by the engine, and told him he was his prisoner. 

ie made no remonstrance. When asked why ho 
shot Williame he said: ‘‘I shot him because [ 
was afraid for my life. He threatened to shoot 
me, and I thought, seeing his right hand in his 
ooat poekes. that he was going to draw a pistol 
and that I would shoothim first.” 

The prisoner was en to Sing Sing and 
placed in the lock-up. The.body of his victim 
‘was taken to an undertaking establishment, 
Coroner Sutton —— & jury and held his 
ese yesterday. The testimony of Chief of 
Police McNeal, Officer Dietrioh, several of the 
negroes who were present in the house at the 
time of the shooting, Walking Boss Foster, and 
the doctors who made the autopsy was taken. 
The prisoner, who acted im @ perfectly cool and 
uncencerned manner, refused to make any 
statement on his own behalf. 

The jury returned a verdict charging Johnson 
with murder in the firsatdegree. He was held 
for the action of the next Grand Jury. 


DANGEROUS DERELIOTS. 


‘ WRECKED VESSELS LYING IN THE WAY 
OF COASTWISE NAVIGATION. 

The British bark Daisy Reed, Capt. 
Mitohel!, which arrived yesterday from Cuban 
ports, in common with most of the arriving 
fleet of merohantmen, reported that terrible 
weather had been experienced in the neighbor- 
hood of stormy Cape Hatteras. The Daisy 
Reed came across the scheoner Canton of 
Portland, before reported as in a dismasted 
condition, and on boarding her found her aban- 


doned. The boat’s crew that boarded her staid 
only long enough to get her chronometer and 
then returned to their own vessel. 

The fate of the Canton and the safety of her 
orew was first learned by the arrival at Perth 
Amboy, Thursday, of the schooner A. F. Crook- 
ett from Savannah, The Crockett sighted the 
Canton at 40’olock Friday afternoon, lowered 
a boat, and took off Capt. ©. A. Whittier and the 
erew of seven. All hands were very much ex- 
hausted and suffering from exposure, their ves- 
sel having been dismasted eight days before 
they were taken eff. The wreck of the Canton 
forms a dangerous derelict, being immediatély 
ip the track of coastwise navigation. This fact 
is proved sinee already she has been re- 
ported by several ineoming vessels. The 
schooner William H. Jones sighted the 
Canton on the day befere the Crockett 
took off Capt. Whittier and his crew and was 
unable to respond to the Canton’s signal of dis- 
tress, the wind and sea beth being very heavy. 
Tbe next day the Jones again passed the Can- 
ton on the opposite tack, and saw the rescue of 
her corew. he Cauton was a three-masted 
schooner, built in Saco, Me, in 1874. She was 
313 tons measurement, and was owned by C. H. 
Chase ef Portland, Me. 

Another dangerous derelict was sighted by the 
Daisy Reed in latitude 33° 50’, longitude 
75°15’. It wasin the shape of a vessel's for- 
ward deckhouse, painted white. It had not been 
long in the water. In latitude 37° 44’, longi- 
tude 74° 40’, the Daisy Reed spoke the schooner 
B. W. Morse of Bath. The Morse haa suffered 
severe handling and had lost her main hoem 
and mainsail. ‘The mate was serionsly sick and 
it was thought he wonid net live to reach port. 

















*- HE LASAK WILL OONTEST. 

There was anether hearing in the contest 
over the will of Francis W. Lasak, who died at 
Dobbs Ferry, leaving an estate worth about 
$5,000,000, before Surrogate Coffin at White 
Plains yesterday. The contestant is Mrs. An- 
toinette Lucinda Schermerhorn of New-York, 
his daughter, who is a widow, and who at the 
time of the difficulty between her father and 
mother took sides with the mother, on which 
account, it 1s alleged. she was given by the will 
only the income of $30,000 during her lifetime. 

At the hearing yesterday William G. Lathrop, 
Jr., Horace 8. Ely, John A. Ely, and Samuel R. 
Johnson, the subseribing witnesses to the will, 
to which there were attached seven codicils, 
identified their signatures as well as that of the 
testator, and swore that he wasof seund and 
dispesing mind and memory at the time of the 
making of the will. The proponents then rested 
their case, and an adjournment was taken fur 
twa weeks, when the contestant will commence 
givifig testimeny to prove that the old man was 
not of sound mind, and that if this was his last 
will, which is a disputed point, it was made 
through undue influence onthe partof those 
sisters best taken care of. Mrs. Sehermerhorn 
hopes to getat least $1,000,000 out of the 
estate.

‘AN OLD-FASHIONED WAITER. 


HENRY SIMONS, THE OLDEST OF HIS 
CLASS IN THIS CITY, IS DEAD. 
_ In the old-fashioned days when great 
- hotels in New-York were almost of the ‘nature 
of pational institations, and when the head 
waiter in such an establishment was a person 
of greater importance than was the preprietor 
himself; when it-was counted to be a mark of 
no mean distinction to havethe wizard of the 
dining room escort you to your cable and with 
his own white gloved hands prepare yeur place 
there, Henry Simons, a eolored man of impos- 
ing béaring and pompous mien, was. in. his 
prime. He was a waiter—a head waiter—ia the 
possession of whom any hotel might glory. His 
manner of attending to the individual wante of 
gentlemen suifieiently distinguished to’ warrant 


such attention called forth the admiration of all 
beholders and the envy of his rivais. 

Simons died in this a A ie on. Wednes- 
day last at his home, 122 West Twenty-sixth- 
atreet, a victim of apoplexy. He was born in a 
little town in Dutchess County in 1824 and was 
never owned by any man. aving reached the 
bo of 20 years, that instinct which shaped his 
after eareer took him to Poughkeepsie, and be- 
fore he had been there a week he was employed 
a8 & Walter at a boys’ school, and in apnether 
week was head waiter in the establishment. 
Metropolitan life has its attractions for waiters 
ae for millionaires, andin 1848 young Simonse 
came to New-York as head walter in the old 
Collamore House, at Broadway and Spring- 
street. It was here that he establisned a repu- 
tation fer directing the intricate affaira of the 
dining room, and in a few years the proprietor 
of the Everett House tn Union-square induced 
him to come to that house and show his guests 
what a genuine head waiter wasin the way of 
@ marvel, and he reigned over his particular de- 
partment there for many years, impressing all 
with the majesty of his pc gta ane: 

orees A. Douglass had his headquarters at 
th otel, as did James Gordon Bennett, the 
elder, and their simultaneous entrance to the 
dining room one night was a dlow from which 
po wove never fully recovered. Both were his 
esteemed friends, but each sat ata different 
table and he had to make up his mind quickly 
which to honor with his attendance. History 
doesn’t relate the sequel to this interesting 
event. 

Bimon abandoned a pubiie career in New-York 
about 1868, and accepted an engagement in 
Cozzen’s Hotel at West Point and subsequent- 
ly another at the Fort William Henry Hotei on 

ike George. About 16 years ago he was ac- 
quired as a body. servant by Dr. J. W. Dowling 
of this city, in whose service he remained up to 
tne day of his death a trusted and faithful 
servant. His funeral was held yesterday after- 
noon from Shiloh OChureh, in West Twenty-sixth- 
street, and his body was laid at reat in Cypress 
Hills Cemetery. He leaves an aged widow, who 
will be generously provided for during her de- 
clining years. ;

A COMMITTEE OF CONCERT HALL MEN 
CALL ON THE MAYOR. 


The proprietors of New-York’s concert 
halls have clubbed together and resolved to 
find out whether or not the municipal authori- 
ties have any power to compel them to close 
their places of amusement on Sunday. It is 
the avowed intention of the proprietors to close 
their music halJs next Sunday, but one of the 
number willremain open in the hope of being 
arrested. when a test case will be made. 

As a last resort, before finally determining on 
such a move, Mayor Grant was waited upon 
yesterday by a committee of three concert hall 
men, headed by Mr. Herrman of Terrace Garden 
as Chairman. They laid their case before the 
Mayor and asked that they be shown some leni- 
ency and thatthe law, according to his construc- 
tion of it, be not enforced strictly. The Mayor 
gave thém little satisfaction, however, and said 
he would be governed by the advice of the Cor- 
-poration Counsel. An effort will be made now 
to get the matter before the Supreme Court as 
speedily as possible. William H. Clark of the 
firm of Cockran & Clark, eounsel for the 
concert hull proprietors, sald yesterday that 
they did notask for any privilege to sell liquers, 
but simply wanted to keep their places open to 
the public on Sunday, the same as on other 
evenings, and they wer > willing that the sale 
of liquers should be suppressed until such time 
as it might be allowed by future legislation. 

“The concert hall men claim,” said Mr. Clark, 
“that it pays them to keep open Sunday even- 
ings'even when no inoome is derived, as it 
serves as an advertisement and tends to hold 
on to their regular customers, who will make 
up during the rest of the week for what they 
cannot spend on Sunday.” Mr. Clarkis of the 
opinion that no court will render a deoision 
greg the concert hall men after a fair hearing 
of the case. 





WHERE WAITERS PROFIT. 

Delmonico’s waiters in the Twenty-sixth- 
street restaurant are just now looking forward 
tothe Spring sale of the furnishings of the 
bailding. They expect to add to the attrac- 
tions of their own houses out of their purchases, 
orelse make handsome profit by reselling to 
dealers the things they buy. When the season 
closes, the employes ef the restaurant receive a 
notice that a sale will take place and that they 


alone will be admitted toit. When the auction 
begins, the carpets, linen, eurtains, and the like, 
which have been in use scarcely a year, are 
knocked down to the highest bidder. There is 
ap unwritten law that any one who buys for 
any other than himself shall be deprived of all 
future advantages of the sales, and therefore 
the men are very anxious to act with ehtire 
fairness. ; 

As the auction is conducted for the interests 
ofthe employes of the famous restaurant, the 
bargains to be obtained are at times very great. 
Expensive curtains, which show the wear of a 
season very slightly, are disposed of as low as 
$5 a pair, and there is a legend to the effect 
that one year the heavy moquette oarpetin the 
restaurant was + ee to a lucky bidder for $18. 
He trotted it off to a seeond-hand furniture 
dealer, who gave him $80 for it. 80, among the 
many perquisites of the Delmonico walter is 
the ability to havea ricnly-furmished house at 
an exceedingly small cost. 





CHANGING THE OONTROL. 

As was announced some days ago in THE 
TIMES, the controlling majority of the stock of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company has been 
secured by people who will take the manage- 
ment of the property into their own hands, 
electing an entirely new Board of Directors. 
Some of the present board, surprised as well as 
woumded by this sudden change in the com- 
pauy’s affairs, are disinclined to yield control 
without a fight. 

President Baxter, who is slated for retirement 
along with his Board of Direotors, telegraphed 
yesterday to this city that legal opinions had 
been obtained in Tennessee declaring that the 
meeting cailed for Monday was, “under the cir- 
cumstances, illega).’’

“If there is any hitch in the legality of the an- 
nual meeting, my suggestion is that you advise Mr. 
Duncan or whoever is im control of proxies that if 
the annual meeting for election of officers and Di- 
rectors canuot be legally held, then if they will pre- 
sent proxies for a majority of the stock we will all 
tender our resixnations, and thus permit them to 
take charge of the company without delay.” 


COLUMBIA COMMENOEMENT. 

The Commencement of Columbia College 
will this year be a joint one of all the schools 
except the Medical School. The Collegeof Phy- 
aicians and Surgeons holds its Commencement 
earlier than the other departments of the col- 
lege. But the change which was eontemplated 
last year will be put into effect this year unless 
the petitions and rémonstrances of the students 
secure aseparation of the Law School Commence- 
ment froin the exercises of the other associate 
schools. Last year the petitions of the various 
Senior Classes accomplished the destred end. 
Each of the asseciate schools of Arts, Law, 
Mines, and Political Scienee will have an orator 
under the new scheme of Commencement. The 
representative of the Senior Class, School of Arts, 
will be chosen by the class from B. N. Cardozo,

COLUMBIA’S OARSMEN., 
THEY ARE READY TO RACE BUT THEY 
DON’T LIKE HARVARD WAYS. 

The prospects fora ’Varsity race between 
Columbia and Barvard at New-London this 
‘Spring are not very premising. Harvard has 
sent Columbia word that she will not-rew this 
year. 

In 1877 an agreement was made between the 
two colleges by which a race was to be rowed 
each year at New-London. The aate was to be 
fixed by March 1 of each year. Last year the 
race was declared off by mutual censent, though 
the agreement continued in force, 

“The agreement,” says Capt. Klapp of tne 
Columbias, “was made as binding as possible 


when it was drawn u It was signed on the 
part of Harvard by the President of the boat 
club, the Captain of the crew, Prof. Agassiz, 
and several other " mpenyees ne Harvard ve 
sentatives. But this 1s only another case of the 
abrogation by Harvard of an agreement entered 
into by a former management, as was also 
shown in her conduct about the Yale-Harvard 
football match last Fall. Harvard has not been 
acting rightiy in other matters of our rowing 

reement. She étillowes us two seta of tro- 
phies, one each for the Freshman races of last 
ony’ and the year before. It is true that we owe 

er for the 1887 ’Varaity trophy. 

‘We wrote to Harvard’s boat club agreeing 
to oftset the ’Varsity trophy of 1887 with the 
Freshman trophy of the same year, but the 
Management failed to respond or to give the 
slightest intimation of when it would send the 
Freshman trophy won last June. 

‘Harvard men seem to think that the race 
with Columbia unfits them for the Yale race, 
That was one reason for the abandenment of 
the Coiumbia-Harvard race last year, but Har- 
vard never made a worse showing in any race 
with Yale than she aid then. 

“There isone part of the agreement which 
the Harverd men have overlooked. It is that 
notice of ‘inability to row’ is the only reason 
for release from the annualrace. As Harvard 
is preparing to meet Yale her ‘inability,’ if she 
claims there is any, dves not amount to any- 
thing. Columbia is still preparing for a race at 
New-London, as she will row the three-mile 
race with Cornell and the University of Penn- 
sylvania, probably some time during ‘race 
week’—that is avout June 27.” 

In Columbia’s ’Varsity crew no change has 
been made. The positions as at present fixed 
are: Tuttle, ’91, No. 5; Klapp, ’89, No. 6; Rop- 
ertson, '91, No. 7; Pelton, ’89, No, 2, and Mei- 
kleham, ’90’ stroke; A. Hewlett, ’92, will be 
the coxswain. 

The challenge of the Yale Freshmen has been 
refused, unless Harvard will consent to Yale’s 
entering a crew in the Columbia-Harvard 
Freshman race. Columbia is willing to admit 
Yale if Harvard is. 

Both the ’Varsity and Freshman crews of 
Columbia expect to enter the Harlem regatta. 
The ’Varsity will contend in the two-mile race 
for eight-oared crews, which has not been on the 
programme before for several years. Their op- 
ponents will probably inelude the famous Pas- 
saic eight of Newark, which has just joined the 
Atalanta Boat Clubjof this city. The 





reshman 
crew will enter the one-mile race, in which they 
will probably meet their old antagonists, the 
Dauntless eight, and others, allof whom they 
defeated last year.

WIVES MUST DO THEIR DUTY. 
Presiding Justice Van Brunt of the 
Supreme Court, in a General Term opinion 
handed down yesterday, deciding that there 
must be a new trial of the suit of Esther O. 
Rose for a limited divorce from Warren H. 
Rose, makes the following remarks on the ad- 


missibility of testimony and the duties ef wives 
to their husbands: 


“The learned court below seems to have been of 
the opinion that the defendant had no right to 

rove any facts in justification of any acts ef vio- 
ence Which it might be claimed he had committed 
toward the plaintitf. In other words, that the wife 
might by her own misconduct provoke ill treat- 
ment upon the part of the husband, and then claim 
rights because of such ill treatment which had been 
caused entirely by her own provoeation. 

“We know of no such rule of law. It has always 
been deomed important for the court to know what 
has been the conduct of the wife toward -the hus- 
band as well as what his conduct has been toward 
her in deciding the question whether it is a proper 
case for a decree of separation. . 

“Tf it should appear that had the wife performe 
her duties toward her husband she would have sut- 
fered no 1ll treatment at his hands it is difficult to 
understaud upon what principie a court of equity 
ceuld grant her relief.” 





MYER SOLOMAN GIVEN BIS LIBERTY. 

Myer Soloman, a young Hebrew express- 
mana of Ludlow-street, who has been in Ludlow- 
Street Jail for three months waiting for a set- 
tlement of his trial befere United States Com- 
missioner Shields on a charge of illegal register- 
ing an@ voting at the last election, was paroled 
yesterday on his own recognizanee, The case

A SIUDY OF STORMS. 





SERVICE’S EFFICIENCY. 
The Branch Hydrographic Office of the 
United States Navy Maritime Exchange has 
just-sent out a review'of the weatherjfor March, 
frem which itis seen that along the transat- 
lantic routes an unusual mildness prevailed 
auring the first 10 days, the storm in the first 
week being of only little energy. After the 


11th, however, frequent gales were reported, 
some ef which attained hurricane force. 

The month opened with a generally high ba- 
rometer east of the Grand Banks, but a low 
| barony followed by fluctuations, preyalled 

rom the 3d to the 18th, and then came a steady 

fall, Gales have been frequent off the Amer- 
lean coast, blowing with the greatest force be- 
tween the directions northeast and northwest. 
The most violent of these storms centred off 
Hatteras on the 20th, and extended as far 
south as the coast of Cuba. Another started at 
Brownsville, Texas, and extended to Iceland. 
Northers were reported in the Gulf of Mexico 
on the 5th, 10th, and 19th, and there was an 
unprecendented rainfall in Antiguaon the night 
of the 4th, when in two localities on that island 
the precipitation was 11 and 12 inches, re- 
spectively, within five hours. An unusual in- 
orease of fog is reported off the Newfoundland 
Banks and to the westward. No loebergs were 
reported during the month, but small quantities 
of field and drift ice were seen near the New- 
foundiand and Nova Scotia coasts. It is also 
reported that the:ice has broken up azrd is 
moving down the St, Lawrenee River. 

An officer detailed from the Hydrographic Of- 
fice to visit Havana last September to consult 
with Padre Vifies, the leading authority on 
Weat Indian hurricanes, secured also the cor- 
dial co-operation of Capt. Carbonell, the Di- 
rector of the newly-established Marine Observa- 
tory in Havana. The French and Spanish eable 
eompanies have granted the franking privilege 
for telegrams over their lines whenever the 
weather is disturbed. The Chief Signal Officer 
of the United States Army has offered every as- 
sistance in his power to secure the best results 
during the coming hurricane season, and it 
seems that the general endeavor will reduce the 
danger from the storms that traverse the ** Bay 
of North America.” 

This bay is that portion of ‘the North Atlantic 
west of the fiftioth meridian between New- 
foundland and Venezuela and ineluding the 
Caribbean Sea and the Gulf of Mexico. The 
general movement of storms over this area 13 
westward in the tropics, then northward into 
the temperate zone, and eastward in the higher 
latitudes. West Indian hurricanes follow this 
path with marked regularity, so much so that a 
hurricane réported off Antigua or St. Thomas 
is almost sure to sweep across the Greater An- 
tilles into the Gulf of Mexico and strike our 
Gulf. coast with furious {intensity, or else 
(according to the time of year) cross the Ba- 
hamas and follow the Gulf Stream toward Hat- 
teras and the Grand Banks. With the tele- 
graphic facilities that alréady exist it is possi- 
ble to give from 24 hours to 10 days’ warning 
of the approach of one of these terrific tropical 
oyclones. 

It is now well known, moreove® that the 
movement of an area ef low barometer is 
controlled to a large extent by areas of high 
barometer adjacent to it, even though a thou- 
sand miles away. Notable instances of fthis are 
the hurricane in the Gulf of Mexico in 1886, 
the great blizzard of last year, and the severe 
cyclone off the coast last November. The 
wider the fleld of observation, therefore, the 
better the foerceast, and tt is held that the com- 
pletion of the cable to Bermuda will be iInvalu- 
able in connection with foreeasts of weather 
along our entire Atlantio seaboard.

ett to cash a check for $53. 

The check purported to be signed by James 
Brown Potter and was drawn upon Brown 
Brothers. Mr. Everett cashed the check and 
afterward learned that it was forged. Inspect- 
or Byrnes was notified, and one of his men ar- 
rested the offender at the White Elephant, in 
Broadway, Thursday night. He now gives the 
name of Thomas O. Crawford, and says that he 
lives at 229 Tenth-avenue. 

Crawford is an Englishman who has been in 
this country four or tive years. Eighteen 
inonths ago he was employed as a bookkeeper 
at the Tuxedo Club. He was discharged re- 
cently for intoxication. On reaching this city 
he immediately went around among the trades- 
men who had suppiied the club and gave them 
large orders.

AGAIN BROUGHT INTO OOURT?. 

A new feature of the litigation between 
Kate F. Monjo and Domingo Monjo came to the 
surface yesterday when the former's suit for 
$25,000 damages for false imprisonment was 
called for trial in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn.

Eight years ago the plaintiff married Mr.

The court held, though, that Mr. Monjo was 
entitled to the custody of his daughter, and the 
child was handed over to him. He plaeed all 
his children in a convent school in Montreal, 
and every effort of Mrs. Monjo to see them 
there has failed. 

Fer the imprisonment Mrs. Monjo wants 
$25,000 damages. She will also move to have 
the divorce suit reopened, claiming that she 
has hew evidence.

A NEW DEPARTMENT TO MANAGE THE | 


FINANCES OF THE CITY, 


A conference of the city officers on the * 


city debt question began at 2.0’cleck yesterday 
afternoon and continued for nearly four hours. 
There were. present Mayor Grant, Corporation 
Counsel Beekman, Chamberlain Ivins, Con- 
trolier Myers, President Arnold of the Board of 
Aldermen, and Mr. Storm of the Aldermanic 


Finance Committes. Messrs. John H. Strahan 
and Bourke Coekran were also there as legal 
advisers. ‘ 

The relation of the sinking funa to the city 
debt was discussed in all its phases, and so was 
the question whether it was better to keep that 
fund in existence for a longer period than it 
will last, if permitted. to go on accumulating as 
it ee without the imposition of new liens 
on 

Chamberlain Ivins expressed a streng dispo- 
sition in favor of the growth of the fund up to 
the point of extinguishment of the city debt, 
whieh, he thought, would be reached in about 
seven years if care were taken in the matter of 
the expenses of the city. He thought that it 
would be well for taxpayers to bear with an 
increased tax rate in the expectation of a 
speedier attainment of the time when the rev- 
enues of the city, instead of gving into the 
sinking fund, to be invested in city bonds on 
which the city must continue to pay hich inter- 
est, may be applied to the annual expenses of 
the city and to the consequent diminution of 
the tax ievy. Mayor Grant and the others 
coincided with the Chamberlain. 

The city debt in all is $132,000,000. For 
legal purposes the amount of the sinking fund 
is deducted from thatsum. The sinking fund 1s 
$44,000,000, On this amount the city pays in- 
terest at the average rate of 515 per cent. On 
$88,000,000 1t pays an average of 31g per cent. 
Next year the full city debt will be at least 
$157,000,000. If the expenses of the oity can 
be kept down so that they may be paid from 
year to year without increasing the tax rate too 
much and the city’s revenues oan be nurtured, 
an advantage will soon be gained in the ex- 
tiuguishment of the debt through the applica- 
tion of the sinking fund to it. 

These facts drew the attention of the confer- 
ence to the city’s revenues, and it was soon 
agreed that not enough attention has been paid 
to them. A seheme was proposed for the entire 
reorganization of the Finance Department. 
None of the partiss to the conference would re- 
vealthe eharacter of that scheme, but it is 
probably, in part,,to provide for a department 
such as exists in European municipalities to 
manage the city’s property and procure from it 
the highest possible returns. The discover- 
les made by the Commissioners of Accounts 
show that the city should have received from 
the markets alone hundreds of thousands ef 
dollars more than was reeeived. The new de- 
partment will probably be put under the super- 
vision of the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund, inasmuch as the revenues of city proper- 
ty gointothatfund. But that is a matter yet 
to be decided. 

Corperation Counsel Beekman isto draw the 
bill intended to revolutionize the city’s finance 
System. He is to be aided by Lawyers Strahan 
and Cookran. The bill will probably be pre- 
sented to the Sinking Fund Commissioners next 
week for final consideration. That body will 
meet again to-day, and Controller Myers will 
thera toita new resolution respeeting the 

9,000,000 of new parks bonds to make them 
run 20 years, with theright reserved to the 
city toredeem them in a shorter time if the 
sinking fund permits. 








EOCENTRICITIES OF INSULAR LIFE. 
There isa mild form of Spring insanity 
which is being developed by the passengers on 
Staten Island boats. The victims are mostly 
young men who have athletic inclinations and 
whose leisure time is consequently spent in 
demonstrating tothe weaker sex how strong 
they are and how much muscle they have de 
veloped within their brief, though eventful, 


lives. During almost every trip after 3 o’clock 
to Staten Island two dozen or more young men 
start at thesternof the craft at a nine-mile 
gaitand walk round and round the cabin as 
though their future prosperity depended upon 
their speed. They go by ones and twos, tread- 
ing upon women’s dresses and men’s toes with 
rewarkable indiscrimination, and before half 
the trip is finished the only thing which re- 
strains open revolt on the part of the peaceably- 
disposed aggre tere is the well-known antiq- 
uity of the transporting craft, any energetic 
movement of revenge being surely followed by 
the disintegration of the vessel. 

The eccasivun of the exercise indulged tn by 
these young men Is the need of activity felt by 
clerks and others who remain pent up in offices 
in this elity allday and who do not have any 
reason for walks after reaching Staten Island. 
Therefore they use the boat as a cinder path. 
Some mempbers of the Staten Island Athietio 
Club actually have made bets as to their ability 
to beat the boat to its destination by walkinga 
longer distance around her than the vessel 
makes in going to St. George.

His story fitted closely 
into the one told by his wife. He detatled the 
trip to Mount Vernon,.said that he was 30 years 
of age, a native of Palermo, had been in ths 
country eight years, was inthe fruit commis- 
sion business in this city, and had a stere in 
Mount Vernon. He said that he belonged to no 
secret society and was not near the St. Mark’s- 
| ae restauranton the night of the murder. 

yhen asked as to the evidence of some of the 
witnesses for the people which was to the effect 
that he was at the restaurant that night and 
that he went vut after Flaccomio with the ex- 
pressed intention of killing him, he said very 
coolly: “They are all lars.” When asked by 
ex-Juaze Curtis if he stabbed Flaccomio he an- 
swered “No.” Ex-Judge Curtis claimed during 
the trial that Mr. Goff was reaching after dra- 
matic effect. 

“You are oneof the most dramatic men I 
ever mot,” sald the Recorder to Mr. Curtis. 

“And you also are a most dramatic man,” 
said Mr. Curtis to the Recorder. 

There were a few witnesses in corroboration 
of the alibi. The case will go on next week.
